Board  of  Selectmen 


The  weekly  meetings  of  the  Harwich  Board  were  open  to  the  public 
every  Tuesday  evening  to  conduct  its  business  as  the  chief  policy¬ 
making  Board  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  extends  its  appreciation  to  Freeman  Allison  who  chose  not 
to  seek  another  term  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  His  history  indicates 
strong  civic  involvement  and  we  feel  sure  Harwich  will  continue  to  reap 
the  benefits  of  his  contribution  to  our  community. 

For  the  first  year  with  the  Harwich  Home  Rule  now  in  place,  the 
Selectmen  prepared  Town  Warrant  for  the  Spring  Town  Meeting  in  May 
and  again  for  the  Fall  Town  Meeting  in  October. 

In  the  Spring  election  Robert  Ruggles  ran  for  the  office  of  Selectmen 
and  was  victorious  in  gaining  a  seat  on  the  Harwich  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  a  3  year  term. 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Administrator  have  worked  in  close, 
tight  quarters.  Their  office  space  was  in  the  Town  Hall  basement  meeting 
room  until  they  moved  into  temporary  office  space  in  the  new  addition  to 
Town  Hall,  September  1988.  When  the  restoration  of  the  “old”  Town 
offices  in  front  are  completed,  the  Selectmen’s  office  will  be  in  the  newly 
renovated  older  section.  The  dedication  of  the  new  portion  and  the 
renovated  portion  is  anticipated  for  early  Spring  1989  and  the  day  will  be 
marked  with  appropriate  activities. 

The  resignation  of  Town  Engineer,  Martin  Moran  was  accepted  with 
deep  regrets.  We  are  grateful  to  Marty  for  his  16  years  of  dedicated, 
professional  service. 

“Guidelines  for  Regular  and  Special  Muncipal  Employees”  were 
developed,  approved  and  distributed  to  all  Town  employees  and  Town 
boards,  departments  and  commissions. 

Groundbreaking  for  the  first  unit  of  affordable  housing  was  held  at  the 
Long  Pond  site  in  November,  1988. 

The  first  privately-owned  development  of  affordable  housing  was 
approved  by  the  Board  for  an  area  on  Queen  Anne  road.  Three  of  these 
units  will  be  available  for  purchase  by  the  Harwich  Housing  Authority. 

The  land  for  a  new  senior  center  on  Sisson  Road  was  approved  at 
Town  Meeting  and  transferred  to  the  Council  on  Aging  by  the 
Selectmen.  Local  fund  raising  efforts,  to  raise  necessary  finances  to  build 
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the  center  were  quickly  put  into  motion  by  the  Friends  of  the  Council  on 
Aging. 

A  proclamation  from  the  Town  Selectmen  was  presented  to  former 
Police  Chief  John  Raneo  at  a  retirement  dinner  held  in  his  honor.  A 
proclamation  for  retired  Town  Accountant,  Philip  T.  Sherman,  was  read 
at  our  holiday  open  house  in  recognition  of  his  many  years  of  service. 

After  nearly  a  year  of  negotiations,  the  Harwich  Board  of  Selectmen 
reached  a  license  renewal  agreement  with  Cape  Cod  Cable  vision. 

Jane  Estey,  a  civil  and  structural  engineer,  was  hired  as  the  new 
engineer  for  the  Towns  engineering  department. 

New  Regulations  for  Taxi  Cab/Limousines  were  drafted  and  are 
under  consideration  for  approval  by  our  Board  in  order  to  license  this 
service  in  our  community. 

A  new  Human  Services  Advisory  Committee  was  formed  to  receive, 
screen  and  evaluate  the  various  social  service  organizations  that  apply 
for  Town  funding. 

As  we  grapple  with  the  difficulties  and  complexities  of  our  first  full  year 
with  a  new  Home  Rule  Charter  and  a  new  Town  Administrator  a  sense  of 
satisfaction  comes  with  the  realization  that  a  conscientious  effort  has 
been  made  by  all  —  elected,  appointed  and  community  volunteers. 
Because  we  have  attempted  to  be  a  government  “of  the  people,  by  the 
people  and  for  the  people”  Harwich  continues  to  be  a  thriving 
community.  We  are  grateful  to  all  who  help  to  make  this  so.

Report  of  the 

Town  Administrator 


With  the  passage  of  1988,  Harwich  has  completed  one  full  annual  cycle 
under  its  new  form  of  government.  Perhaps  no  event  more  symbolized 
that  change  than  the  occupancy  of  the  new  Town  Hall  addition  in 
September.  The  improved  working  conditions  and  pride  in  our  beautiful 
new  facility  have  brought  a  predictable  increase  in  productivity.  The 
Town  Hall  employees  who  somehow  continued  to  produce  throughout 
the  construction  disruption,  and  who  in  some  cases  worked  without  any 
vacation  time  did  so  out  of  a  sense  of  service  and  are  deserving  of  our 
thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

For  several  months  prior  to  moving  into  the  new  addition,  I  worked 
out  of  the  police  station.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Police  Dept,  for  their 
generosity  and  cooperation,  and  for  their  understanding  for  those 
occasions  when  I  innocently  intruded  on  private  conversations. 

During  the  last  year  the  Capital  Outlay  planning  and  budget  process 
again  worked  well.  Large  capital  expenditures  are  planned  five  budget 
years  in  advance.  For  the  first  time,  the  Town  Administrator  will  be 
submitting  one  Town  operating  budget  next  month  and  defending  it 
before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee. 

Prior  to  submitting  budget  requests,  each  department  submitted  and 
discussed  with  me  five-year  goals  for  their  departments.  The  compilation 
of  these  goals  will  be  shared  with  Department  Heads  and  repeated  next 
year. 

During  1988,  three  labor  contracts  were  negotiated,  a  one-year 
contract  for  FY89  with  the  Service  Employees  International  Union  in  the 
Spring,  and  two  two-year  contracts  for  FY90-91  with  the  International 
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Brotherhood  of  Police  Officers  and  the  Harwich  Permanent  Firefighters 
Association  in  the  fall. 

As  prescribed  by  the  Charter,  purchasing  in  Harwich  has  been 
centralized  in  my  office.  All  projects  of  departments  under  my 
supervision  that  have  a  value  of  more  than  $4,000  are  reviewed  in  the 
Town  Administrator’s  Office.  Specifications  are  prepared, 
advertisements  placed,  and  bids  are  collected  and  opened.  All  contracts 
are  awarded  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  a  regularly  scheduled 
meeting. 

Personnel  records  and  practices  have  been  centralized.  All  hirings, 
promotions,  suspensions,  dismissals,  and  reclassifications  of  employees 
under  the  Town  Administrator’s  supervision  are  approved  by  me  prior 
to  enactment,  or  further  action  as  required. 

To  promote  interdepartmental  communication  and  cooperation, 
regular  department  head  meetings  are  now  held  to  discuss  problems  and 
share  ideas. 

A  risk  management  program  has  been  instituted  to  follow  up  on 
accidents  involving  employee  injury  or  automobiles.  Similar  programs 
have  significantly  improved  accident  experience  and  reduced  premiums 
in  other  communities. 

Finally,  Harwich’s  Employee  Assistance  Program  has  been 
strengthened  to  provide  help  for  employees  with  a  variety  of  problems. 
The  program  is  designed  to  assist  and  to  retain  employees  whose 
problems  might  otherwise  interfere  with  their  work,  or  lead  to  deeper 
problems. 

During  this  transitional  year  there  have  been  many  changes.  The 
employees  of  the  Selectmen’s/Town  Administrator’s  Office,  and 
particularly  Juell  Buckwold  have  made  it  work  smoothly.  I  deeply 
appreciate  their  knowledge,  dedication  and  loyalty.

Hall,  the  Board  of  Appeals  will  then  hold  its  hearings  at  Town  Hall.  A 
schedule  of  all  meetings  for  1989  is  posted  in  the  Town  Hall.

The  Personnel  Board  wishes  to  thank  Town  employees  and 
department  heads  for  their  continued  cooperation  which  has  allowed  a 
smooth  transition  of  the  administration  of  the  By-Laws  as  mandated  by 
the  Charter.

Report  of  the 

Planning  Board 


The  year  1988  was  very  similar  to  1987  in  terms  of  subdivision  review 
with  71  total  applications  for  288  new  lots  (141  lots  by  62  approval-not- 
required  land  divisions;  147  lots  by  9  definitive  plans).  There  were  63 
applications  which  created  290  lots  in  1987.  However,  site  plan  reviews 
were  more  abundant  with  31  plans  processed  this  year  compared  to  11 
last  year.  Three  applications  for  accessory  apartments  were  also 
processed. 

Several  significant  Zoning  By-Law  amendments  were  recommended 
by  the  Board  and  approved  at  the  first  October  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
The  amendments  effectively  put  the  Town  in  greater  control  of 
development  and  included  the  following: 

1.  Establishment  of  a  minimum  lot  size  of  40,000  square  feet  for  single¬ 
family  dwelling  lots. 

2.  Tightening  of  the  “grandfather  clause”  to  prohibit  building  on 
excessively  small  lots. 
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3.  Creation  of  a  lot  shape  requirement  which  will  eliminate  the 
squeezing  of  marginal  lots  into  subdivision  plans. 

4.  Establishment  of  land  clearing  regulations. 

5.  Establishment  of  a  new  Water  Resource  Protection  District 
around  the  North  Harwich  well  field. 

The  list  of  zoning  items  to  consider  for  next  October  is  very  lengthy 
but  the  Board  began  working  on  it  immediately  following  the  last  Town 
Meeting  in  1988.  To  accomplish  its  workload,  the  Board  began  in 
December  to  meet  earlier  in  the  evening.  The  two  meetings  in  December 
were  very  successful  under  this  approach  and  greater  efficiency  and 
productivity  on  zoning  and  master  plan  work  is  expected  in  1989.

Board  of  Registrars 


We  hereby  submit  our  report  of  activities  of  the  Harwich  Board  of 
Registrars  for  the  calendar  year  1988. 

The  January  1st  enrollment  of  Voters  was: 


Democrats:  1,559 

Republicans:  2,147 

Independents:  2,650 

TOTAL  6,356 


The  1988  Census  enumerated  a  population  of  8,672  persons  over  the 
age  of  three  years  old,  occupying  3,874  households. 

The  Annual  Town  Census  was  conducted,  first  by  a  Town  wide 
mailing,  followed  by  three  teams  of  Street  Listing  Census  Workers, 
subsequently  using  both  telephone  and  street  by  street  solicitations  of 
information. 
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The  resulting  information  was  coded  onto  a  Town  map  structure  by 
structure.  The  January  activities  coalesced  by  March  and  the  intake  of 
Census  data  was  closed  on  March  31.  The  School  Age  Children  List,  the 
Listing  of  the  Residents  of  Harwich  street  by  street  and  the  statistical 
groupings  of  the  population  were  tabulated  and  completed  by  the  middle 
of  April. 

From  the  close  of  Census  operation  in  April  to  date,  the  Board  of 
Registrars  has  programmed  our  computer  and  loaded  all  the  data 
relating  to  the  functions  of  our  office  into  the  computer.  This  appears  to 
be  a  procedure  which  will  continue  and  serve  the  Town  with  available 
information  and  accurate  records  henceforth. 

In  February  we  presented  our  Fiscal  Year  1989  Budget  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  On  February  6th  and  9th  Special  Registrations  were  held 
prior  to  the  Presidential-State  Elections.  On  February  19th  Certification 
of  County  Charter  Commission  Petitions  were  completed. 

On  March  8th  the  Presidential-State  Election  was  held. 

On  April  9th  and  12th  Special  Registrations  for  the  Town  Election- 
Town  Meeting  were  held.  This  month  saw  the  publication  of  the  School 
Age  Children  List,  the  Street  List  of  the  Town,  and  the  1988  Drop 
Notices  were  mailed  out  and  a  List  of  same  was  posted  and  published  as 
a  legal  notification. 

The  Town  Meeting  was  started  on  May  2nd  with  the  Town  Election. 
The  Town  Meeting  took  place  on  the  3rd  and  4th  of  May. 

The  ongoing  certifications  relative  to  candidates,  and  state  and  local 
issues  continued. 

June  4th  and  7th  saw  Special  Registrations  preparing  for  the  June  27th 
Override  Election. 

In  July  Public  Policy  Petitions  and  Initiative  Petitions  were  certified. 

On  August  13th  and  18th  Special  Registrations  were  conducted  for 
the  State  Primary. 

On  the  10th  and  13th  of  September  Special  Registrations  were  held  for 
the  upcoming  Town  Meeting.  The  mailing  for  the  1989  Census  was  run 
off  the  computer.  On  the  15th  the  Presidential-State  Primary  Election 
was  held. 

On  October  1st  and  11th  Special  Registrations  were  held  for  the 
Presidential-State  Election.  On  the  3rd  of  October  Town  Meeting 
started  with  436  persons  attending.  On  the  12th  546  persons  attended 
the  last  day  of  Town  Meeting. 
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On  November  8th  the  Presidential-State  Election  was  held.  87.7%  of 
the  Town’s  eligible  voters  cast  their  ballots. 

On  December  7th  the  Registrars  computer  became  fully  operational 
and  the  paper  lists  were  discontinued.  On  the  14th  a  recount  procedure 
was  conducted  for  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  Courts.  Petitions  for  Town 
Meeting  Warrant  Articles  were  certified. 

The  Voter  List  ending  1988  was  prepared  and  run  off  the  computer  on 
the  last  business  day  of  the  year. 

Presently  the  Board  of  Registrars  looks  forward  to  onloading  the  data 
from  the  1989  Census.  Your  cooperation  and  help  is  always  appreciated.

Report  of  the 

Town  Counsel 


During  the  last  fiscal  year  legal  services  provided  by  my  office  for  the 
town  increased  in  volume,  complexity  and  importance. 

Two  very  significant  land  acquisitions  were  brought  to  fruition  this 
past  year.  Firstly,  the  Olivers  Pond  acquisition  of  some  40  acres  of  land 
was  initiated  and  concluded  successfully  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  many 
involved  departments  including  the  Selectmen,  Conservation 
Commission,  Water  Department  and  Town  Planning  Department. 
Secondly,  acquisition  of  approximately  72  acres  of  land  in  North 
Harwich  for  wellfield  purposes  has  as  of  this  writing  been  substantially 
completed  and  awaits  only  DEQE  approval  before  an  Order  of  Taking 
can  be  adopted  and  recorded. 
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My  office  has  been  actively  pursuing  title,  examination  work  on  land  of 
presently  unknown  ownership.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  place  on 
the  tax  rolls  property  not  presently  being  assessed  and  acquire  it  in  tax 
title,  if  taxes  on  it  continue  unpaid.  With  the  support  of  the  Assessors 
and  the  Town  Meeting,  this  work  is  ongoing  and  should  be  viewed  as  a 
priority  program  for  the  future.  Not  only  does  it  provide  valuable 
assessing  information  but  can  and  will  result  in  significant  acquisitions  by 
the  town. 

Litigation  filed  against  the  town  in  the  last  year  increased  somewhat,  a 
circumstance  to  be  anticipated  as  the  town  continues  to  grow.  For  more 
detailed  information  on  pending  cases,  reference  is  made  to  an  annual 
report  filed  by  my  office  with  the  Selectmen.  Other  cases  brought  against 
the  town  typically  involve  zoning  matters  wherein  the  town  has  no 
potential  financial  liability. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  our  Town  Administrator,  Wayne 
Melville,  and  all  the  people  I  have  the  pleasure  of  working  with  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.  The  hard  work 
and  dedication  of  all  who  serve  the  Town  is  exemplary.

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  I  would  like  to  express  the 
appreciation  of  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  to  all  the  Town 
Departments  and  Committees  whose  conscientious  efforts  have  made 
our  task  achievable.

Planning  Department 


Over  the  past  year,  the  Department  was  very  active  in  addressing 
matters  of  planning  and  grants.  Specific  areas  of  focus  included  the 
following: 

Master  Plan  —  A  computerized  inventory  of  all  parcels  in  the  Town, 
a  crucial  element  of  the  Master  Plan  Update,  was  brought  to  90% 
complete  by  year’s  end.  The  data  for  this  inventory  was  compiled  from 
four  different  sources  and  took  seven  months  to  enter  onto  the 
computer  database.  We  are  now  in  the  process  of  tracking  down  and 
correcting  errors.  Upon  its  completion,  the  parcel  inventory  will  be  used 
to  organize,  tabulate  and  manipulate  data  by  Assessors  map  and  parcel 
numbers,  street,  precinct,  village,  primary  use,  secondary  use,  assessed 
value,  zoning  and  relation  to  water  resource  protection  areas.  One  of  the 
uses  of  this  data  will  be  to  document  existing  land  use  characteristics  and 
future  land  use  potential  for  the  Master  Plan  Update.  Maintenance  of  the 
database  will  allow  for  its  use  by  various  Town  departments  well  into  the 
future. 

Open  Space  Acquisition  —  The  Oliver’s  Pond  acquisition  package 
required  considerable  involvement  of  the  Department  which  was 
complemented  by  positive  action  at  Town  Meeting  and  the  subsequent 
Special  Election.  A  Self-Help  grant  application  was  filed  with  the  State’s 
Division  of  Conservation  Services  seeking  73%  reimbursement  (the 
maximum  we  are  eligible  for)  for  the  open  space  (non  wellfield)  portions 
of  the  Town’s  purchase.  Unfortunately,  the  budget  difficulties  at  the 
state  level  will  likely  increase  the  chances  for  either  a  delay  in 
reimbursement  funding  or  an  award  of  a  lesser  amount,  assuming  of 
course,  that  our  application  is  selected  for  funding. 

Other  Grant  Work  —  Several  grant  opportunities  appeared  during 
the  year  which  the  Department  pursued  in  concert  with  the  Town 
Administrator,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  Historical 
Commission.  Among  these  were  the  following: 

1.  Economic  aid  funds  for  the  Harwich  Center  business  area. 

2.  Design/Construction  funds  for  renovations  to  the  Brooks 
Academy  Museum. 

3.  Technical  assistance  awards  for  open  space/conservation/ 
recreation  planning. 

4.  Funds  for  design  guidelines  for  affordable  housing.

5.  Funds  for  a  survey  and  inventory  of  places  of 
historical/cultural  significance  in  Harwich. 

6.  Revisions  to  the  Saquatucket  Marina  grant  application. 

Zoning  Amendments  —  The  Department  worked  with  the  Planning 
Board  on  an  ambitious  list  of  Zoning  By-Law  amendments  for  the  first 
October  Town  Meeting.  Timing  difficulties  led  to  indefinite 
postponement  of  several  zoning  articles.  This  experience  prompted  the 
Department  and  the  Board  to  begin  work  for  the  1989  October  Town 
Meeting  immediately  following  the  1988  Town  Meeting.  Also  a  new 
schedule  and  procedure  will  make  for  a  smoother  zoning  amendment 
process. 

Development  Review  —  Review  and  analysis  of  site  plan  and 
subdivision  applications  occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  Department 
staff  time.  In  addition  to  the  normal  plan  review  load,  a  flood  of 
subdivision  plans  were  filed  for  zoning  protection  just  before  the 
October  Town  Meeting,  requiring  an  unusually  large  allocation  of  time  to 
this  activity. 

Priorities  for  1989 

Department  resources  will  be  focused  primarily  on  the  following  three 
topics  in  1989: 

Master  Plan  Update  —  Work  on  this  is  expected  to  proceed  well 
past  the  50%  point.  Inclusion  of  hydrogeologic  and  traffic 
recommendations  will  depend  on  the  success  of  two  articles  sponsored 
by  this  department  which  seek  funding  for  professional  input  in  these 
critical  areas  of  master  plan  work. 

Zoning  —  Significant  amounts  of  time  will  be  dedicated  to  exploring 
the  pros  and  cons  of  timely  concepts  such  as  open  space  zoning,  wetland 
zoning  and  the  establishment  of  districts  for  the  development  of 
affordable  housing. 

Grants  —  The  Department  will  continue  to  work  closely  with  the 
Town  Administrator  in  identifying  and  pursuing  grant  opportunities. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  citizens  of 
Harwich  again  and  express  gratitude  to  all  who 
have  contributed  to  the  Town’s  planning  and 
grants  efforts.

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a.  The  amount  of  land  area  to  be  cleared  shall  not  exceed  the 
maximum  site  coverage  permitted  for  the  zoning  district  in  which  the  lot 
is  located,  plus  10%,  except  that  areas  on  a  lot  to  be  used  for  commercial, 
industrial,  multi-family,  religious  or  educational  purposes  which  are  to  be 
landscaped  according  to  an  approved  site  plan,  and  areas  necessary  for 
the  installation  of  on-site  septic  systems  and  their  reserve  areas,  shall  not 
be  included  within  the  site  coverage  limit  specified  herein  and  may  be 
temporarily  disturbed  during  construction. 

b.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  building  permit,  a  land  clearing  plan  must 
be  submitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  for  review  and  approval.  Such 
plan  must  be  drawn  to  scale  and  indicate  the  following: 

i.  The  proposed  limits  of  clearing  with  distances  to  the  boundary  lines 
of  the  lot,  including  the  location  of  stakes  to  be  placed  on  the  lot  which 
indicate  such  limits;  and 

ii.  The  total  area  to  be  disturbed,  expressed  as  a  percent  of  the  total 
area  of  the  lot. 

For  land  clearing  projects  which  do  not  require  a  building  permit,  land 
clearing  is  permitted,  provided  the  aggregate  disturbed  area  does  not 
exceed  the  maximum  allowable  site  coverage  in  the  zoning  district  in 
which  the  lot  is  located. 

Any  land  surface  area  in  excess  of  2500  square  feet  and  not  associated 
with  a  project  requiring  a  building  permit,  which  is  cleared  as  defined 
herein,  shall  be  restored  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  such  clearing  with  top 
soil  and  live  vegetation  which  at  the  minimum  consists  of  grass  which  has 
been  seeded  at  a  rate  of  three  (3)  pounds  per  1000  square  feet. 

The  following  activities  are  specifically  exempt  from  this  regulation: 

a.  Agricultural  uses  provided  any  cleared  areas  exceeding  the 
premitted  site  coverage  area  are  planted  with  crops  or  grazing  material 
within  ninety  (90)  days  of  land  clearing. 

b.  Necessary  land  clearing  within  the  layout  of  an  existing  road,  street, 
or  way  or  a  way  shown  on  a  plan  heretofor  approved  and  endorsed  in 
accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  request  of  the  Planning  Department. 

Motion:  (Mr.  Hall)  I  move  that  this  article  be  accepted  and  adopted 
and  the  Zoning  By-Law  be  amended  as  follows,  Section  VI,  Area,  Height 
and  Bulk  Regulations,  Paragraph  D.  Further  Regulations,  by  adding  a 
new  item  number  16  to  be  added  to  the  end  as  follows: 

For  any  construction  project  which  requires  a  building  permit  except 
single-family  dwellings,  single-family  dwellings  with  accessory 
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apartments  or  additions  or  renovations  to  such  dwellings,  there  shall  be 
no  land  clearing  of  the  lot  on  which  the  project  is  to  be  established  until 
the  building  permit  or  foundation  permit  has  been  issued.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  regulation,  land  clearing  shall  mean  any  cutting  down, 
removal  or  destruction  of  any  trees  or  excavation  of  any  subsoil, 
hardening,  sand  or  topsoil  (loam),  by  itself  or  associated  with  any  trees, 
except  that  necessary  tree  and  soil  disturbances  for  percolation  tests, 
soil  samples,  hydrological  investigations  or  surveying  of  property  lines 
shall  not  be  considered  land  clearing  under  this  section.  Clearing  of 
vacant  land  when  not  in  connection  with  a  building  permit  is  permitted, 
provided  such  clearing  does  not  exceed  the  site  coverage  limits  of  this 
By-Law  for  the  zone  wherein  such  clearing  shall  take  place. 

The  following  activities  are  specifically  exempt  from  this  regulation: 

a.  Existing,  lawfully  established  and  permitted  businesses  involving 
excavation  and  removal  of  sand,  gravel,  quarry  or  other  earth  materials 
and  such  operations  as  may  be  hereinafter  established  by  special  permit. 

b.  Necessary  land  clearing  within  the  layout  of  a  road,  street,  or  way 
shown  on  a  plan  approved  and  endorsed  in  accordance  with  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law. 

c.  Necessary  land  clearing  for  the  creation,  expansion  or  maintenance 
of  cranberry  bogs.  *  (Duly  seconded)

Report  of  the 

Council  on  Aging 


The  year  1988  has  been  an  unusually  busy  and  fruitful  time  for  the 
Council  on  Aging.  The  May  1988  Town  Meeting  voted  to  turn  over  a 
parcel  of  town-owned  land  on  Sisson  Road  to  the  Council,  so  that  it 
could  be  used  for  a  site  for  a  new  Senior  Center. 

It  is  our  plan,  already  well  under  way,  to  design  and  build  a  suitable 
structure,  completely  funded  by  private  donations,  so  as  to  save  the 
taxpayers  of  Harwich  still  another  tax  burden. 

This  new  building  will  enable  the  senior  citizens  of  Harwich  to  enjoy 
ample  space  for  all  programs  currently  sponsored  by  the  Council  and 
many  new  activities  tl\at  are  not  now  possible  because  of  lack  of  room  at 
Albro  House. 

Included  in  the  new  facility  will  be  areas  for  exercise  classes,  arts  and 
crafts,  congregate  lunches,  library  and  game  rooms,  dancing  and  other 
social  activities. 

Fund  raising  for  the  new  building  and  equipment  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Friends  of  Albro  House,  Inc.,  a  private  support 
group  for  seniors  in  Harwich.  When  the  new  building  is  completed,  it  will 
be  given  to  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  use  of  the  senior  citizens  of  our 
town. 

The  Council  on  Aging  offers  many  services  to  our  senior  community, 
including  a  weekly  blood  pressure  clinic,  health  insurance  counseling, 
legal  services,  social  security  advice,  telephone  reassurance  for  shut-ins, 
and  transportation  by  mini-bus  to  shopping  and  medical  visits.  We  also 
sponsor  activities  that  are  not  able  to  be  held  at  Albro  House  at  present. 
All  programs  are  set  up  and  monitored  by  our  capable  director,  Maureen 
Rugo. 

We  want  to  give  special  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  have 
been  supportive  and  cooperative  to  the  Council’s  needs,  to  the  Friends 
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of  Albro  House,  Inc.,  to  the  Mini-Bus  volunteers,  and  to  all  Harwich 
voters  who  helped  us  at  Town  Meeting.

Report  of  the 

Board  of  Health 


The  Harwich  Board  of  Health  routinely  meets  every  other  Wednesday 
of  the  month  but  calls  hearings  and  other  special  meetings  as  needed. 
The  public  is  always  given  the  opportunity  for  input  at  all  meetings. 

Of  particular  importance  in  this  past  year  was  the  summer  pilot 
program  conducted  at  the  lagoon  area  for  wastewater  treatment.  Silos 
using  solar  aquaculture  techniques  set  up  and  monitored  by  Dr.  John 
Todd  of  Ocean  Arks  and  Dr.  Susan  Peterson  of  Ecological  Engineering, 
Inc.  have  had  highly  successful  results  in  waste  treatment.  The  Board  of 
Health  is  now  in  the  process  of  studying  the  highly  successful  results  and 
also  attempting  to  determine  financial  options  to  run  a  year-long 
greenhouse  prototype  at  the  lagoon  area.  We  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Todd 
and  Dr.  Peterson  for  their  scientific  approach  and  technical  expertise; 
this  new  technology  may  come  before  Harwich  voters  for  their  support. 

Microwaste  Systems  for  the  treatment  of  solid  waste  is  also  a  new 
concept  endorsed  by  the  Board.  If  Harwich  is  accepted  as  a  pilot 
program,  the  result  of  this  experiment  may  be  helpful  in  offering  new 
inroads  there  as  well. 
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Amendments  to  local  Board  of  Health  regulations  or  the  drafting  of 
new  regulations  have  been  subjected  to  weeks  and  months  of  careful 
scrutiny  before  any  change  is  accepted.  New  regulations  this  year  were 
developed  for  septic  inspections  prior  to  real  estate  property  transfer, 
private  wells  and  wastewater  treatment.  Harwich  Board  of  Health 
Regulation  1.211  was  amended  so  that  any  development  other  than  for 
single-family  residential  uses  with  a  proposed  septic  system  or  systems 
designed  to  accommodate  a  total  flow  of  5,000  gallons  or  more  per  day 
shall  require  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Health  permits  are  allowed. 

Disposal  fees  for  the  Harwich  Disposal  Area  were  increased.  These 
fees  will  help  to  defray  future  cost  of  the  recycling  efforts  that  were 
initiated  this  year  at  the  landfill  area.  When  the  transfer  station  begins  to 
ship  to  SEMASS  in  the  spring  of  ’89,  the  3  Rs  —  Reduce,  Reuse  and 
Recycle  will  become  extremely  important  in  determining  the  amount  of 
tonnage  that  the  town  will  ship  to  SEMASS  and  pay  for  —  a  much  higher 
rate  than  the  recycling  programs  in  place  thus  far. 

The  new  transfer  station  broke  ground  in  September  1988  and  it  is 
expected  to  be  ready  to  begin  delivery  to  SEMASS  in  Rochester  by  April- 
May.  This  station  has  a  state  of  the  art  push  pit  compactor  floor  —  a 
method  chosen  after  careful  analysis  of  cost  and  effectiveness. 
Numerous  visits  were  made  by  the  Board  and  the  Solid  Waste  Advisory 
Committee  to  view  other  sites  in  operation.  After  months  of  meetings  in 
hopes  of  developing  a  regional  transfer  station  to  no  avail,  Harwich  voted 
to  build  and  bond  their  own  transfer  station  in  the  Town’s  Disposal  Area. 

A  bill  was  filed  by  Rep.  Henri  Rauschenbach  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Health  to  resolve  conflicting  information  re  pool  enclosures. 

The  Board  of  Health  accepted  the  resignation  of  Juliana  Peterson 
from  the  Board  with  deep  regret.  She  has  served  Harwich  in  this  capacity 
faithfully  for  almost  9  years.  Her  dedication  and  knowledge  will  be 
missed. 

The  year  1988  has  been  our  first  year  with  a  full-time  health  agent, 
Paula  J.  Champagne,  a  part-time  health  inspector,  Herbert  Schnitzer,  a 
Board  of  Health  secretary,  Judith  M.  Sullivan,  and  a  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures,  David  VanGelder.  It  has  enabled  us  to  do  a  professional 
job  in  conducting  the  overwhelming  health-related  issues.  Our 
appreciation  to  them  and  also  appreciation  to  the  Solid  Waste  Advisory 
Committee  and  the  Water  Quality  Advisory  Board  for  their  invaluable 
volunteer  hours  of  study.  Their  advice  is  of  great  assistance  in  helping 
the  Board  of  Health  to  make  decisions.  Volunteer  assistance  is  an  asset 
beyond  measure.

This  resulted  in  the  collection  of  over  $6,570.  in  fees.  In  addition,  301 
permits  were  issued  for  the  installation  and/or  repair  of  septic  systems, 
for  receipts  totalling  $14,474.  A  total  of  574  percolation  tests  and  deep 
hole  observation  pits  were  performed  on  281  lots  with  fees  collected  of 
$5,675.

Special  Projects  and  Surveys  Initiated  This  Year  Include: 

—  Increased  sampling  survey  for  Sand  Pond  in  response  to  numerous 
inquiries  as  to  probable  pollution.  Results  of  the  survey  concluded 
that  no  problems  exist  with  bacterial  counts. 

—  Several  comprehensive  regulations  were  drafted  and  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Health  for  consideration  including  “Private  Well 
Regulations”,  “Scooper  Law”,  “Real  Estate  Transfer  Regulations” 
and  “Regulations  for  Privately  Owned  Wastewater  Treatment 
Facilities”. 
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—  Initiate  and  coordinate  a  special  task  force  to  define  short  term 
solutions  to  cranberry  growers  in  the  Flax  Pond  Area.  This 
included  extensive  sampling  of  Flax  Pond  and  private  wells  in  the 
vicinity. 

—  In  response  to  a  permanent  closure  of  shellfish  beds  in  the  Herring 
River,  a  special  sampling  program  has  been  initiated  to  identify 
possible  sources  of  pollution.  To  date,  over  50  samples  have  been 
analyzed  and  the  program  will  increase  in  1989.  The  Health  Agent 
wishes  to  acknowledge  the  volunteer  services  of  Craig  Whitcomb 
on  this  project.  He  has  assisted  in  sample  collection  and  provided 
the  boat  necessary  for  collection  and  survey  purposes. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  under  its  direction  several  large  scale 
projects  for  which  the  Health  Agent  has  been  appointed  Project 
Coordinator/Liaison.  These  include  the  Solid  Waste  Transfer  Station 
Construction  Project;  Solar  Aquatics  Pilot  Septage  Treatment  Facility 
and  the  201  Townwide  Wastewater  Needs  Facility  Plan.  The  Health 
Agent  was  also  the  Town  Coordinator  for  the  County  sponsored 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  held  in  Harwich  on  June 
18. 

The  Health  Agent  continues  to  represent  the  Board  on  the  following 
committees:

Oceanographic  Institution  and  at  the  participating  libraries. 

The  Friends  of  Brooks  Free  Library  have  been  especially  active  this 
year  in  assisting  with  the  many  facets  of  library  activity.  Young  mothers 
have  been  most  helpful  in  supporting  Mrs.  Mulcahy’s  Pre-School  Story 
Hours  and  in  preparing  for  the  seasonal  parties  that  included  a  riotous 
Halloween  Parade  and  a  visit  from  Santa  Claus  who  arrived  via  a  fire 
truck.  The  Friends  have  also  purchased  a  VCR  for  the  Children’s 
quarters,  some  Videos  and  many  spoken  word  cassettes  for  adult 
circulation,  as  well  as  a  MAC  Personal  Computer  for  office  use. 

Jean  Stone,  who  has  been  our  Interlibrary  Loan  and  Adult  Circulation 
Librarian  for  over  ten  years,  retired  Dec.  31, 1988.  Fortunately,  she  has 
agreed  to  come  in  for  a  couple  of  days  a  week  to  lend  her  expertise  to 
these  two  offices.

7.  Continue  our  automation  efforts  to  lower  our  unit  cost  by  more  up- 
to-date  information,  wider  variety  of  resources,  and  faster  delivery 
of  materials. 

We  want  to  give  you  the  opportunity  to  help  the  Brooks  Free  Library 
build  for  the  future.  We  own  the  land  next  to  the  present  building  so  this 
is  a  large  part  of  the  cost  already  taken  care  of.  We  also  have  Trust  Funds 
that  have  been  given  to  the  Trustees  which  may  be  used  to  help  finance 
this  project.  We  wish  to  express  our  many  thanks  to  the  Catherine 
Douglas  family  for  the  trust  fund  given  to  us  in  1988.  Gifts  to  the  Brooks 
Free  Library  are  tax  deductible  to  the  extent  allowed  by  the  law.  All 
contributors  will  be  listed  on  the  Campaign  Honor  Roll  unless  anonymity 
is  requested. 

Work  on  State  and  Federal  Grants  will  continue  but  we  do  not  feel  the 
Town  of  Harwich  should  have  to  use  tax  money  to  put  this  addition  on 
the  Library.

My  Annual  Report  for  1987  identified  several  objectives  that  I  wanted 
to  address  during  1988.  Among  those  objectives  were  an  emphasis  on 
advanced  training,  the  retention  of  quality  employees,  a  change  of 
command  structure  and  the  continuation  of  our  search  for  a  computer 
system  designed  to  answer  not  only  our  present  needs  but  our  needs  of 
the  future  as  well.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  all  of  these  objectives  have 
been  realized. 

Five  long  years  of  searching  for  the  computer  system  we  felt  was  right 
for  Harwich,  came  to  an  end  on  January  1,  1989  when  we  went  on  line 
with  our  new  system.  We  are  now  computerized  from  dispatch  through 
records  and  prosecution.  The  system  was  supplied,  installed  and  is 
supported  by  Micro-Systems  of  Reading,  Mass.  We  are  all  very 
optimistic  that  our  delivery  of  service  will  be  greatly  enhanced  with  the

utilization  of  our  new  system.  My  special  thanks  to  our  Computer 
Consultant  Robert  Rebello  and  all  those  at  Micro-Systems  for  the  many 
hours  of  help,  consultation  and  guidance. 

In  September  our  new  Command  Staff  moved  into  place.  This  change 
in  structure  is  designed  to  improve  the  delivery  of  services  through 
increased  efficiency  and  will  make  our  Administrative  Personnel  more 
readily  available  to  the  public. 

Our  efforts  to  improve  the  professional  stature  of  our  individual 
officers  and  the  department  as  a  whole,  was  greatly  enhanced  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Police  Union  and  our  Town  Administrator,  Wayne 
Melville  as  they  reached  a  new  and  more  practical  agreement  with  regard 
to  training. 

Through  the  same  efforts  a  new,  two  year  agreement  was  reached 
which  addresses  some  of  the  key  issues  the  Selectmen  and  Union  agreed 
needed  addressing  two  years  ago.  I  feel  that  this  contract  will  be  very 
important  in  retaining  quality  officers  in  the  employ  of  the  Town.  I  am 
also  happy  to  note  that  we  lost  only  one  employee,  during  the  past  18 
months,  and  that  was  through  a  planned  retirement.  Sergeant  Ezekiel 
“Zeke”  LaFortune  retired  on  July  1,  1988.  Sgt.  LaFortune  came  to  the 
Harwich  Police  Department  in  1971  after  many  years  of  Municipal 
Service  in  Ashburnham,  Mass.  Our  best  wishes  to  Ezekiel  and  Shirley  in 
their  retirement  years. 

During  the  past  year,  our  Police  Shoulder  Patch  has  been  redesigned 
by  Sgt.  Walter  D.  Ennes,  Jr.  The  new  patch  is  adorned  by  a  map  of  Cape 
Cod,  the  Town  Seal  and  an  Eagle.  The  patch  should  soon  be  on  all 
officers  uniforms.  My  personal  gratitude  is  extended  to  Sgt.  Ennes  for  his 
personal  efforts. 

All  is  not  positive.  1988  saw  13,657  calls  for  police  service,  an  increase 
of  13.9%  over  1987.  We  were  able  to  maintain  our  Part  I  Offenses 
basically  at  1987  levels.  Along  with  the  increase  in  calls  for  service,  we 
have  had  several  requests  for  the  expansion  of  our  summertime  foot 
patrols.  Budget  limitations  may  prevent  such  an  expansion  and  may 
even  result  in  the  elimination  of  some  types  of  service,  now  rendered,  for 
lack  of  proper  staffing.  I  have  submitted  an  Article  request  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  inclusion  in  the  1989  Annual  Town  meeting.  This  article 
makes  a  request  for  additional  manpower,  our  first  such  request  since 
1979. 

During  1989  we  will  continue  our  efforts  to  improve  the  delivery  of 
Police  Services  and  our  professional  approach  to  the  needs  of  our 
community.  We  would  like  to  encourage  citizen  volunteer  involvement 
with  the  department  to  assist  us  in  areas  of  traffic  engineering,  training 
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and  forecasting.  Anyone  with  expertise  in  these  areas  is  encouraged  to 
call. 

I  am  very  pleased  and  proud  to  report  that  during  1988,  as  in  the  past, 
there  has  been  virtually  total  support  from  all  the  employees  of  the 
department  for  the  various  programs  designed  to  improve  our  service  to 
you.  I  was  particularly  proud  of  the  professional  and  expeditious 
contract  negotiations.  My  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the 
department. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Town  Administrator  Wayne  Melville  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  support,  guidance  and  cooperation  during 
the  past  year.  My  thanks  is  also  extended  to  all  the  various  Town 
Departments  and  citizens  of  Harwich  for  helping  to  make  1988  a 
successful  year.

Department  of  Civil  Defense 


As  indicated  in  last  year’s  report,  we  spent  much  time  and  energy  on 
complying  with  the  federal  requirements  pertaining  to  hazardous 
material. 

Throughout  the  year  meetings  were  held  with  Fire  Chief  Hudson, 
Health  Agent  Champagne  and  Selectwoman  Gomes.  These  meetings 
resulted  in  the  identification  of  approximately  one  hundred  (100)  local 
businesses  that  could  pose  a  threat  to  the  people  and  environment  of 
Harwich  in  the  event  of  an  accident  or  fire. 

These  businesses  were  sent  a  questionnaire  regarding  the  contents  of 
their  buildings  and  the  resulting  discoveries  were  studied  by  the 
members  of  the  group  for  potentially  hazardous  problems. 

In  addition  to  the  Hazardous  Material  Meetings,  the  last  of  the  radios 
were  installed  in  the  Command  Center.  The  radios  will  allow  the 
Emergency  Operations  Staff  (Department  Heads,  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  Administrator)  to  monitor  and  better  control  the  response  to  a 
situation  during  a  town-wide  emergency. 

24  AUGUST  88  —  Meeting  was  held  at  the  EOC  with  the  various 
department  heads  involved  in  emergency  services.  This  meeting  was 
focused  on  the  various  agencies  response  in  the  event  of  a  potential 
storm  threat  to  Harwich.  The  mechanics  of  preparation  and  recovery 
were  discussed  and  in  a  spirit  of  cooperation,  the  representatives 
expressed  their  views  resulting  in  clarification  of  the  roles  to  be  filled  by 
each. 

22  SEPTEMBER  88  —  Another  meeting  was  held  in  Bridgewater  at 
CD  headquarters  and  a  review  of  our  local  plans  for  hazardous  materials 
reponse  was  completed.  In  conjunction  with  this  meeting  a  final  draft  of  a 
town  wide  response  policy  was  made  and  reviewed  by  the  Fire 
Department.  It  is  the  Fire  Department  that  will  bear  the  responsibility  of 
determining  the  actual  hazard  involved  and  the  appropriate  response. 
All  other  town  agencies  will  be  subordinate  to  the  Fire  Scene 
Commander  in  matters  related  to  the  hazardous  material  response. 

The  final  hazardous  material  report  was  scaled  down  to 
transportation  routes.  Accumulated  information  from  the 
questionnaires  while  useful  to  the  Fire  and  Police  were  below  required 
federal  reporting  levels.  The  study  resulted  in  a  multi-paged  report  for 
the  major  transportation  routes  of  Rte.  6  and  Rte.  28  and  satisfied  the 
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federal  and  state  requirements.  Further  meetings  to  update  the 
hazardous  materials  files  will  be  required. 

Effective  November  of  1988  the  fire  dispatch  will  be  directed  by  a  fully 
automated  computer.  The  Civil  Defense  Agency  was  asked  for  some 
assistance  in  purchasing  software  that  would  provide  additional 
information  for  each  incident  responded  to.  This  information  would  be 
about  the  hazardous  material  stored  on  site  and/or  how  to  deal  with 
hazardous  material  encountered  in  any  other  circumstance.  Given  the 
importance  of  dealing  with  hazardous  materials  I  felt  the  assistance 
(financially)  was  worth  the  effort  and  with  this  in  mind,  signed  over  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars  for  the  cost  of  the  software. 

In  addition,  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  generated  a  standard 
operational  order  and  sent  it  to  all  departments  requiring  each 
department  to  coordinate  all  matters  regarding  hazardous  materials  or 
those  substances  of  an  unknown  chemical  makeup  with  the  fire 
dispatch,  which  will  be  able  to  refer  to  the  newly  installed  software  for 
advice  and  action. 

As  of  December,  over  twenty  five  hundred  (2500)  commonly  identified 
chemical  hazards  are  stored  in  the  software  installed  at  the  Fire 
Department.  Any  town  agency  responding  to  a  call  at  a  local  business  or 
other  place  which  responded  to  our  questionnaire  properly  will  be  able 
to  deal  with  any  potential  problems  with  a  greater  degree  of  safety  for 
both  the  responders  and  the  public. 

We  have  been  busy  over  this  past  year.  Fortunately  we  have  not  had 
any  serious  incidents  to  report.  Neither  man  nor  nature  has  created  any 
damage  to  our  town  and  we  have  had  one  more  year  to  become  a  little 
more  proficient  in  being  able  to  protect  both  the  citizens  and  the 
environment  of  Harwich.

Cemetery  Commission 


Your  Commission  has  had  an  interesting  year.  We  have  accepted  with 
regret  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Gallagher,  our  long  time 
secretary,  who  is  now  the  Town  Accountant,  and  Mr.  John  W.  Jannell, 
the  last  elected  Commission  member.  Walter  E.  Babbitt,  once  a 
Commissioner,  died  December  5,  1988  and  he  is  remembered  for 
valuable  contributions  to  the  Commission. 

We  have  changed  to  an  administrative  focus  per  direction  of  the  Town 
Charter.  As  part  of  that  focus  we  are  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  land 
and  directing  the  development  of  existing  cemetery  property,  as  well  as 
selling  gravesites  and  maintaining  appropriate  records. 

Under  the  Charter,  concerns  about  cemetery  maintenance  and 
upkeep  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Highway  and  Maintenance 
Department,  and  inquiries  should  be  directed  there. 

We  anticipate  an  active  year,  and  if  successful  we  should  have 
accomplished  a  goal  of  having  enough  cemetery  land  to  last  well  into  the 
next  century.

Acquisition  of  the  land  around  Oliver’s  Pond,  East  Harwich  by  Town 
Meeting  and  override  vote  was  the  outstanding  accomplishment  in 
behalf  of  preserving  open  space  and  wetlands  for  the  past  year.  The 
State  still  has  to  come  forward  with  its  share  of  the  project,  but  the  desire 
is  there,  even  if  the  purse  is  thin  at  this  time. 

Outstanding  has  been  the  cooperation  of  residents,  builders  and 
developers  in  seeing  to  it  that  our  wetlands  are  being  preserved  under 
existing  laws  and  regulations. 

Our  Town  Wetlands  By-law  is  being  challenged  in  court  for  the  first 
time  by  a  few  interests  more  concerned  with  their  wallets  than  avoiding 
pollution  possibilities  which  will  affect  our  wetlands.  They  are  being 
contested  vigorously  by  your  Conservation  Commission  and  other 
Town  Departments. 

There  were  77  gardens  planted  at  Sisson  Road.  The  entire  water 
system  at  the  gardens  was  replaced  by  students  at  Cape  Cod  Tech 
School.  The  only  cost  to  the  Town  was  for  materials. 

Receipts  from  our  leased  cranberry  bogs  will  give  the  Town  funds  far 
in  excess  of  our  budget. 

Your  Commission  held  74  hearings  as  well  as  22  determinations  on 
wetland  issues.  Personal  inspections  of  areas  of  building  activity  totalled 
150.  The  500  trees  we  gave  to  residents  were  eagerly  received. 

Remember,  the  conservation  areas  are  for  the  use  of  all  for  passive 
recreation.  Please  make  use  of  them.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  report  as  Town  Engineer. 

During  the  last  few  months  the  Engineering  Department  has  been 
active  in  becoming  re-established  and  providing  assistance  to  various 
Town  departments  as  well  as  the  public. 

Four  roads  have  been  laid  out  for  hearings,  and  await  acceptance  as 
Town  roads. 

A  contract  has  been  awarded  for  improvements  to  Saquatucket 
Harbor.  This  work  is  now  commencing  and  will  consist  of  the 
replacement  of  floating  docks  at  that  facility  along  with  new  electrical 
water  and  fire  protection  systems.  An  addition  to  the  control  building  at 
Saquatucket  Harbor  is  currently  in  the  design  stage.  The  addition  will 
result  in  increased  restroom/shower  facilities  including  access  for  the 
handicapped.  Also  in  the  design  stage  is  a  marine  sanitary  pump  out 
facility  for  Saquatucket  Harbor.  Several  dredging  projects  are  also 
planned  for  the  Town  harbor  areas. 

The  Department  has  provided  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  bid 
documents  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  tennis  courts  at  Brooks  Park. 
Court  opening  is  planned  for  the  1989  season. 

Several  new  subdivisions  have  been  reviewed  by  Engineering  prior  to 
their  approval  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Department  has  also  been 
involved  in  inspections  of  road  construction  in  new  subdivisions. 

Other  projects  have  included  a  survey  and  layout  of  Kelley  Cemetery, 
preparation  of  bid  documents  for  a  handicap  access  ramp  to  the 
Recreational  Building  and  a  planned  extension  to  the  boat  ramp  at  Allen 
Harbor.  Future  plans  include  the  design  of  a  replacement  dock  for  the 
Herring  River,  an  extension  to  the  boat  ramp  at  Long  Pond,  a  study  of 
methods  to  improve  drainage  requirements  in  future  subdivisions  and  a 
document  survey  to  enable  us  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  the  Town  and 
the  public  with  our  existing  resources. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  given  to  me  by  all 
the  Town  Departments.  This  assistance  continues  to  greatly  aid  my 
transition  in  my  new  role.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  former  Town 
Engineer,  Martin  Moran,  for  his  support.

Without  these 
dedicated  people  it  would  be  impossible  for  this  excellent  facility  to 
provide  pleasure  for  both  our  residents  and  visitors  alike,  and  to  return 
revenue  to  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

Our  appreciation  also  goes  to  the  taxpayers  of  Harwich  who  have 
supported  our  efforts  over  the  years,  and  have  helped  us  make 
Cranberry  Valley  one  of  the  finest  courses  on  Cape  Cod.

Report  of  the 

Division  of 

Highways  and  Maintenance 


Beginning  this  year,  my  report  will  be  segregated  into  five  (5)  separate 
sections.  One  for  each  of  the  departments  in  the  new  Division  of 
Highways  &  Maintenance,  except  for  the  Forestry  and  the  Insect 
departments  which  will  be  combined  for  the  purpose  of  this  report. 
Sections  will  be  listed  alphabetically  in  order  to  avoid  unintentional 
emphasis  or  priority  placement. 

In  order  that  the  taxpayers  of  Harwich  may  have  a  better 
understanding  of  each  of  the  newly  consolidated  branches  of  the 
Division  of  Highways  &  Maintenance,  I  have  listed  the  general 
responsibilities  of  each  under  its  appropriate  section.  Additionally,  I  have 
listed  the  regular  and  seasonal  manpower  amounts  for  each.  (This 
amount  excludes  administrative  and  clerical  help) 
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CEMETERY  DIVISION:  Responsibilities  include  the  preservation, 
care,  maintenance  and  improvement  of  all  town-owned  cemeteries. 
(There  are  approximately  forty  (40)  acres  of  cemeteries  that  we  are 
responsible  for.)  Staffing  includes  1  full-time  and  3  part-time  employees. 
1  additional  full-time  employee  is  being  requested. 

Normal  maintenance,  mowing  and  raking  was  carried  out. 

We  installed  300  feet  of  new  fencing,  along  Route  137  at  the  Evergreen 
Cemetery  and  added  600  feet  of  fencing  at  the  South  Harwich  Cemetery. 
Assistance  for  the  Evergreen  Cemetery  project  was  provided  by  Water 
Department  through  the  use  of  their  backhoe  and  an  operator. 

An  additional  2.5  acres  has  been  opened  up  at  Evergreen  Cemetery. 

FORESTRY  DIVISION:  Responsibilities  include  the  planting,  care 
and  pruning  of  all  shade  trees  growing  on  town-owned  land.  Staffing 
includes  1  part-time  employee. 

Performed  normal  duties  as  required. 

Planted  20  Linden,  20  Tulip,  10  Zelcova  and  10  Cherry  trees  in  various 
locations  throughout  the  town.  Students  from  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  High  School  assisted  with  this  project. 

We  have  turned  $8,702.00  back  to  the  town.  This  money  was 
appropriated  previously  for  Gypsy  Moth  spraying  and  was  unused 
because  of  the  apparent  eradication  of  the  insects. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION:  Responsibilities  include  the  construction, 
maintenance,  repair,  lighting  and  cleaning  of  roads,  highways  and  streets 
as  well  as  the  care,  maintenance  and  cleaning  of  parking  lots  and  public 
beaches.  Staffing  includes  11  full-time  and  7  part-time  (3  Highway  and  4 
Beach)  employees. 

The  seaweed  accumulation  at  the  beaches  continues  to  be  a  problem. 
Since  the  beaches  in  Harwich  are  a  major  attraction  to  visitors,  as  well  as 
residents,  top  priority  is  being  given  to  resolving  this  problem. 

We  assisted  in  the  moving  and  storage  of  equipment  and  supplies 
during  Town  Office  renovations. 

We  cooperated  with  and  assisted  Ocean  Arks  with  their  unique 
septage  treatment  experiment  at  the  Landfill  Area.  We  participated  in 
the  Barnstable  County  Waste  Removal  project. 

We  assisted  the  Engineering  Department  in  various  ways  until  the  new 
Town  Engineer  was  hired,  and  assisted  the  Police  Department  in 
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inspecting  new  and/or  proposed  intersections  to  avoid  hazards  before 
they  develop. 

We  assisted  the  Forestry  Department  with  tree  planting,  and  as  we 
have  done  annually,  planted  used  Christmas  trees  on  various  beaches. 

Due,  in  part,  to  the  demolition  of  an  old  house  in  the  area,  there  was  an 
infestation  of  rats  on  Grey  Neck  Beach  this  summer.  Quick  action  by  the 
Town  Health  Agent  and  the  Selectmen  resulted  in  complete 
extermination  of  the  rodents,  averting  a  potentially  dangerous  situation. 

The  sand-screening  and  subsequent  stock-piling  of  sand  for  the  winter 
was  made  much  easier  this  year  with  the  assistance  of  the  men  and 
equipment  at  the  Landfill  Area. 

In  the  immediate  future,  partial  reconstruction  of  Queen  Anne  Road 
must  be  done.  Some  portions  of  this  road  have  only  a  25'  layout  instead 
of  40'  and  subsequently  create  dangerously  narrow  areas. 

LANDFILL  DIVISION:  Responsibilities  include  the  collection,  if 
any,  and  disposal  of  solid  waste  and  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  all 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  same.  Staffing  includes  3  full-time  and  4  part- 
time  (Gatekeepers)  employees. 

In  preparation  for  the  new  Transfer  Station  implementation,  recycling 
bins  hve  been  installed  and  separation  of  materials  has  begun.  We  have 
had  some  problems  finding  markets  for  these  materials  but  we  are 
working  this  out. 

Users  of  the  Landfill  Area  should  be  reminded  that  they  must  separate 
recycleable  materials  from  their  solid  waste  once  the  Transfer  Station  is 
operating  as  intended.  It  is  advisable  to  begin  getting  into  that  practice 
immediately  in  order  to  make  the  transition  as  uncomplicated  as 
possible.  The  new  scales  will  be  operable  with  implementation  of  the 
Transfer  Station. 

Major  work  has  been  done  in  the  lagoon  area  (septic  waste).  In 
addition  to  assisting  Ocean  Arks  with  their  experimental  station,  we 
transferred  the  contents  of  the  lagoons  to  new  temporary  ones  while  we 
cleaned  out  and  reconstructed  the  old  ones  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Town  Health  Agent. 

All  roads  were  graded  and  hardening  was  put  down  to  make  access 
and  egress  easier  and  safer  for  all. 

The  new  BOMAG  compactor  is  working  out  very  well.  It  not  only 
compacts  much  better  but  also  eliminates  the  constant  expenses  and 
down-time  that  were  inherent  with  the  rubber-tired  machines. 
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An  area  has  been  set  aside  and  we  have  begun  a  leaf  composting  pile. 

Because  of  assistance  from  the  Highway  Division  (trucks  &  drivers) 
we  have  made  great  progress  in  capping  the  necessary  areas  in  the 
Landfill  Area. 

We  hope  to  begin  fencing-in  certain  areas  of  the  Landfill  Area  in  the 
near  future  to  contain  wind-blown  materials  and  to  improve  visual 
appearances. 

PARK  DIVISION:  Responsibilities  include  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  public  grounds,  parks  and  the  land-side  and  grounds  of  town  harbors. 
Staffing  includes  2  full-time  and  3  part-time  employees.  1  additional  full¬ 
time  employee  is  being  requested. 

Manpower  shortages  this  year  contributed  greatly  to  our  inability  to 
keep  up  with  the  routine  maintenance  of  all  of  the  parks  and  ball  fields  in 
town.  Toward  that  end  we  are  requesting  one  additional  full-time 
employee. 

Additionally,  because  of  the  many  different  organizations  and  schools 
utilizing  the  various  fields,  there  was  a  lack  of  communication  as  to  which 
fields  had  to  be  ready  at  any  given  time.  We  believe  that  we  have  rectified 
this  situation  and  regret  any  inconveniences  that  may  have  been  caused. 

We  assisted  the  Forestry  Dept,  with  the  planting  of  their  trees,  and  we 
planted  bulbs  donated  by  local  civic  groups. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS:  Because  there  has  been  some  overlap 
and/or  lack  of  clarification  in  the  delegation  of  assigned  projects 
involving  employees  of  the  Cemetery  Division  and  the  Park  Division  due 
to  their  structures  of  having  both  elected  (Cemetery  and  Park 
Commissioners)  and  appointed  (Director  of  Highways  &  Maintenance) 
superiors,  there  was  understandable  confusion  to  all  concerned.  This 
confusion  initially  caused  some  anxious  moments  but  was  successfully 
resolved  largely  due  to  the  mediation  of  the  Town  Administrator.  We 
knew  that  there  would  be  certain  unforeseen  problems  with  the 
consolidation  of  all  these  departments  and  fortunately,  Mr.  Melville  has 
had  the  expertise  and  ability  to  pull  it  all  together. 

On  the  purely  positive  side,  the  consolidation  of  the  various 
departments  is  allowing  all  of  the  departments  (now  called  divisions)  to 
utilize  other  personnel  and  equipment  to  accomplish  their  tasks  quicker 
and  more  efficiently  than  before.  The  inter-divisional  cooperation  has 
been  excellent  and  is  certainly  giving  the  town  more  for  its  money. 

This  year  we  took  over  the  selling  of  residential  and  commercial  dump 
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stickers  from  the  Town  Office  and  while  we  had  not  anticipated  the  huge 
volume  of  stickers  and  coupons  to  be  sold,  we  feel  that  we  did  an 
excellent  job. 

Through  the  Work  Release  Program  at  the  Barnstable  County  House 
of  Correction,  we  have  utilized  the  labor  of  the  prisoners,  under  the 
supervision  of  Deputy  Sheriff  Tom  Waite,  to  clean-up  and  beautify 
several  areas  in  town. 

During  Town  Office  renovations,  we  housed  the  Veteran’s  Agent  and 
the  Board  of  Registrars.  Even  though  our  facilities  weren’t  perfect  for 
their  respective  needs,  we  were  happy  to  have  them  with  us  and  were 
sorry  to  see  them  leave. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  installing  two-way  radios  in  key  interdivisional 
vehicles  in  order  to  more  fully  interact  with  all  personnel. 

In  anticipation  of  complying  with  the  Town  Charter,  Ch.5,S.2(f) 
(servicing,  maintaining  and  repairing  of  certain  town  vehicles)  we  have 
made  the  facilities  of  the  Highway  Maintenance  Building  available  to  the 
Fire  and  Police  Department  personnel  to  do  their  routine  vehicle 
maintenance  work. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  all  of  the  administrative  and  clerical  duties 
for  all  six  divisions,  including  payrolls,  budgets,  coordination  of 
personnel  and  projects,  keeping  of  records,  selling  of  dump  stickers  and 
a  host  of  other  duties  are  carried  out  by  my  Administrative  Assistant, 
Alice  Norgeot  and  Senior  Clerk  Kim  Berube.  The  workload  is  extremely 
heavy  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  it  all  gets  done. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Wayne  Melville  for  his  patience  and 
understanding  during  our  organizational  transition.  I  would  also  like  to 
thank  and  compliment  all  the  employees  of  the  new  Division  of  Highways 
&  Maintenance  for  accomplishing  their  respective  tasks  in  spite  of  some 
confusing  times. 

My  thanks  also  to  the  Selectmen,  Chief  Fennell  and  all  town 
department  heads  for  their  cooperation  and  advice.

Report  of  the 

Natural  Resources/ 
Harbormaster  Department 


A  smooth  transition  under  the  new  Harwich  Charter  for  this 
department  did  not  seem  possible  and  remains  incomplete.  Under  the 
re-organization  plan,  maintenance,  parking  lot  and  grounds  &  buildings 
are  to  be  done  by  the  DPW  department.  This  would  help  free  up  the 
seasonal  harbor  force  to  deal  better  with  the  management  of  the 
waterfront,  shellfish  planting  and  needed  Herring  run  maintenance.  It  is 
obvious  that  the  DPW  needs  more  manpower  and  time  to  accomplish 
the  goals  of  the  Charter. 

Harbor  planning  remains  a  top  issue  with  this  department. 
Unprecedented  growth  of  the  Town  in  the  Waterfront  area  is  often 
resulting  in  conflicts  in  the  “water  sheet”  usage.  Voters  recognizing  the 
ensuing  problems  supported  a  Waterways  Commissions  article  to  get 
waterfront  planning  in  hand.  Meetings  of  the  Selectmen  early  in  the  year 
resulted  in  the  redefining  of  Town  policy  relative  to  boat  yards  and 
moorings.  The  Town  will  continue  to  issue  moorings  to  both  individuals 
and  those  customers  of  boat  yards;  however,  all  moorings  must  now  be 
issued  via  waiting  lists  of  either  Town  or  boatyards  on  a  first  come  first 
serve  basis.  We  are  far  from  a  smooth  and  well  organized  system.  In  the 
allocation  of  moorings  where  owners  go  out  and  buy  larger  boats 
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somehow  expecting  the  Town  to  continue  to  make  space,  conflicts  are 
obvious.  The  over  issuance  of  moorings  becomes  another  clear 
problem.  Round  Cove  as  an  example  was  issued  100  mooring  permits 
yet  only  about  60  moorings  were  placed  in  the  Cove  this  year.  The  other 
40  issued  boaters  never  made  it  to  the  water.  As  a  result,  this  cove  was 
under-utilized  in  1988. 

Due  to  the  temporary  lack  of  a  Town  engineer,  Down  Cape 
Engineering  was  commissioned  to  survey  the  Round  Cove  channel  for 
the  maintenance  dredging  plan.  A  beach  nourishment/disposal  plan  was 
later  drawn  by  our  new  Town  engineer  Jane  Estey  and  the  application 
package  was  submitted  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Full  licensing  of  this 
project  will  be  time  consuming  to  say  the  least  as  dredging  projects  can 
mean  up  to  as  many  as  ten  agency  approvals  may  have  to  be  sought.  The 
Round  Cove  permitting  problem  is  one  which  plagues  nearly  every 
project  the  Harbormaster  gets  involved  in  as  all  of  our  maintenance  is 
within  the  areas  covered  by  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  No  other 
Department  must  jump  the  hurdles  with  which  we  are  often  faced 
dealing  with  permitting  agencies  on  every  water-project,  bulkhead  or 
piling  installation. 

Permits  are  in  the  works  for  extending  the  Allen  Harbor  boat  ramp 
where  the  ramp  end  has  become  undermined.  A  repair  of  the  1st 
Landing  ramp  at  Long  Pond  is  also  in  the  works.  The  Herring  River  Town 
dock  requires  complete  replacement  and  is  once  again  submitted  as  an 
article  for  the  May  Town  meeting.  Wychmere  channel  needs  immediate 
dredging  at  the  mouth  and  new  plans  are  being  prepared.  The  tie-off 
pilings  at  the  Wychmere  pier  must  be  replaced  soon. 

Allen  Harbor  channel  was  dredged  this  Spring  removing  37,000  cubic 
yards  of  sand  and  placing  it  along  the  beaches  of  Wyndemere  Bluffs.  This 
beach  nourishment  offers  excellent  protection  for  the  base  of  seawalls  as 
well  as  ideal  beach  sand  for  bathers.  Although  this  improved  the  channel 
significantly,  the  project  remains  incomplete  at  the  seaward  end.  The 
Division  of  Waterways  engineers  claim  the  Hydrodredge  Company  left 
the  project  prematurely  violating  its  contract  with  the  State.  The 
Selectmen  demanded  consideration  for  this  failure  if  not  here  then  by  the 
Division  of  Waterways  toward  our  Wychmere  Harbor  channel  and 
Mooring  Basin  application. 

Saquatucket  Harbor  Renovation  was  put  back  on  schedule  as  a 
settlement  over  the  decking  dispute  of  the  West  dock  resulted  in 
replacing  all  of  the  decking  with  premium  5/4  CCA  treated  pine  boards. 
A  contract  to  replace  all  the  east  dock  floats  and  utilities  was  awarded  to 
East  Coast  Marine  for  $248,392.  East  Coast  was  also  low  bidder  for 
replacing  the  floating  docks  at  the  Allen  harbor  bulkhead  for  $21,380. 
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A  Saquatucket  Task  force  consisting  of  Wayne  Melville,  Mike 
Pessolano,  Jane  Estey  and  Tom  Leach  has  been  formed  to  continue 
moving  the  work  along.  Plans  for  a  new  pile  de-icing  system  have  been 
submitted  by  Childs  Engineering  and  remains  to  be  bid.  The  Town 
Engineer  is  drawing  the  proposed  bathroom-space  addition  in  house  and 
she  has  also  worked  with  Richard  Burton  in  developing  plans  for  a 
Marine  Septic  Pumpout  System  which,  if  approved,  will  be  the  first  tight- 
tank  system  of  its  kind  and  a  model  for  the  Commonwealth.  Major 
budgetary  cuts  by  the  Governor  have  resulted  in  many  Towns  losing 
CFIP  funds.  We  have  some  reassurance  from  CZM  that  the 
Saquatucket  grant  is  still  intact. 

The  Board  of  Health  gave  approval  for  a  model  microwave  waste 
treatment  system  to  be  installed  by  a  New  Hampshire  company  at  the 
Marina  Control  building.  The  Town  will  monitor  the  efficiency  of  the 
system  which  claims  nearly  tertiary  treatment  of  effluent.  If  successful, 
this  inexpensive  system  may  have  a  variety  of  applications  where 
installation  of  Title  V  septic  systems  are  difficult  or  impossible. 

More  shellfish  beds  were  closed  this  year  as  Division  of  Marine 
Fisheries  has  taken  over  area  water  testing  from  DEQE.  The  results  are 
not  good  as  Herring  River  and  Muddy  Creek  have  been  added  to  the  list 
of  previously  closed  shellfishing  areas  which  include  Saquatucket 
harbor,  the  north  part  of  Allen  Harbor  and  Red  River.  So  called  “non¬ 
point”  source  pollution  is  the  most  difficult  to  track  as  pointed  out  in  last 
years  report.  Our  Health  Agent  Paula  Champagne  has  been  working 
with  oysterman  Craig  Whitcomb  in  trying  to  pin  down  pollution  in  the 
river.  Rainfall  and  stormwater  discharge  are  major  contributing  factors. 
We  are  considering  recommending  a  rainfall  shellfish  closure  system  be 
set  up  similar  to  that  of  the  Westport  River.  During  extended  periods  of 
no  rain  the  river  becomes  eligible  for  opening  until  the  next  rainstorm. 

180  bushels  of  mixed  quahogs  were  transplanted  in  our  shellfish  relay 
program  to  open  areas  in  Wychmere  and  Allen  Harbors.  Shellfish 
permits  issued  include:  Family,  404;  Non-Resident,  8;  Commercial,  12; 
Seniors,  138;  One-Day  Non-Resident,  22. 

A  By-Law  prohibiting  the  use  of  jet-skis  and  “wetbikes”  on  Herring 
River  passed  Town  Meeting  carrying  a  fine  of  $200  for  an  offender.  The 
Police  Department  will  take  over  implementation  of  the  swim  safety 
buoy  net  planned  for  Long  Pond.  The  Town  of  Brewster  did  get  their 
buoys  out  this  year.  These  regulatory  buoys  will  be  spaced  200'  from 
shore  around  the  perimeter  of  the  Pond.  Police  patrols  on  the  pond  are  a 
part  of  the  police  budget  and  shared  by  Brewster  and  Harwich. 

Harbor  revenues  this  season  were  at  an  all  time  high.  In  considering 
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current  and  upcoming  expenses  of  budget  and  19  capital  projects 
proposed  to  the  Capital  Outlay  committee,  the  Waterways  Commission 
will  be  faced  with  some  difficult  rate  setting  decisions  where  it  comes  to 
harbors.  Harbor  income  in  FY88  was  as  follows:  Saquatucket,  $194,916; 
Visitors,  $70,020;  Wychmere,  $8,302;  Allen,  $6,705;  Moorings,  $7,815; 
Waiting  Lists,  $5,720;  Ice/Commissions,  $2,992;  Offload  Permits, 
$3,600;  Ramp  Fees,  $3,837.  Total  Gross  income:  $303,907.  Total 
Waterways  &  Natural  Budget  Expense:  $121,835.  Waterways  Articles  in 
1988:  $36,188  plus  $100,000  added  to  Dredging  Reserve. 

This  was  the  Fall  for  Tuna  as  Harwichport  was  visited  by  more  than 
twenty  sportfishman  giving  chase  to  the  elusive  sportfish.  Hundreds  of 
Tuna  were  landed  over  the  bulkhead  at  Saquatucket.  The  fleet  also 
boosted  fuel  sales  keeping  business  in  the  black  for  our  fuel  vendor. 
These  boats  have  been  good  customers  for  Harwich  and  spend  a  lot  of 
money  in  Town  for  food,  supplies  and  lodging.  If  the  future  of  Tuna 
fishing  from  Harwichport  increases  we  will  be  recommending 
Sportfishing  Offloading  Regulations  and  Permits  to  better  manage  this 
group. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  other  departments 
and  Harwich  residents  for  their  help  and  support  of  the  harbors  in  1988. 1 
particularly  wish  to  thank  Ronald  Kendall  who  on  more  than  one 
occasion  spent  time,  effort  and  machinery  to  help  repair  parking  area 
and  roadway  surfaces  at  the  harbors  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.

It  is  our  hope  that  all  interested 
people  will  share  their  support  and  opinions  throughout  this  process.  We 
have  already  had  several  people  join  our  group  as  interested  and 
concerned  citizens  willing  to  work  toward  a  sound  and  fair  set  of  rules 
and  regulations. 

We  look  forward  to  the  challenge  of  this  task  and  welcome  all  who  will 
join  us.

Report  of  the 

Recreation  and  Beaches  Commission 


The  year  1988  was  marked  by  considerable  changes  in  this 
department.  This  was  the  first  summer  season  of  administering  the 


Town’s  salt  water  beaches,  along  with  our  responsibilities  for  the 
ballfields,  parks,  Sand  Pond  and  the  Recreation  Building.  It  has  been  a 
real  challenge.  In  July  Mark  B.  Powers  was  hired  as  year-round 
Recreation  Director.  Having  been  Seasonal  Recreation  Director  for  the 
past  two  summers  gave  him  a  big  advantage  in  dealing  with  this  situation. 

The  number  of  seasonal  employees  rose  from  a  customary  20  to  50 
persons.  Procedures  for  administering  the  sale  of  beach  stickers,  hiring 
of  additional  personnel  and  ordering  of  necessary  equipment  had  to  be 
addressed.  Mark  and  our  office  staff  handled  these  duties  in  a  most 
efficient  and  professional  manner. 

The  playground  program  served  256  youngsters  ...  the  swimming 
program  numbered  886 . . .  the  sailing  program  served  123,  which  was  the 
largest  ever  handled  to  date.  Our  winter  youth  basketball  program, 
which  is  being  coordinated  by  this  Department  with  the  Youth  Center 
has  140  registrants  who  play  weekly,  every  Saturday  morning  at  the 
elementary  School  gymnasium.  There  were  120  participants  in  the 
Lassie  League  Program  this  spring  —  a  most  successful  activity. 

In  1988  the  following  monies  were  deposited  into  the  Town’s  general 
fund:

Our  Town’s  parks  and  other  recreational  facilities  have  been  used  to 
an  increasing  extent  by  the  townspeople  and  Whitehouse  Field  has  been 
equipped  with  a  new  set  of  flood  lights,  which  has  contributed  greatly  to 
the  safety  of  the  ballplayers  and  is  most  cost  efficient. 

We  are  still  in  a  period  of  adjustment  in  rising  to  the  task  of  caring  for 
the  beaches  and  greatly  appreciate  and  thank  the  other  Town 
Departments  which  have  helped  us  this  year.  Our  thanks  goes  also  to 
the  Kiwanis  Club,  which  repainted  the  Brooks  Park  Bandstand,  and  to 
Carolyn  Hackett,  who  brought  many  years  of  experience  to  her  position 
as  Beach  Supervisor  this  past  summer. 

Our  future  plans  include: 

—  Completion  of  the  tennis  court  renovations. 

—  Installation  of  a  larger  septic  system  for  Brooks  Park. 

—  Purchase  of  a  van  to  transport  equipment  and  personnel.

—  Repaving  of  various  parking  areas  which  need  attention. 

—  Building  a  soccer  field  behind  Whitehouse  Field. 

—  Making  the  Recreation  Building  handicapped  accessible. 

—  Long  range  planning  for  a  multi-purpose  recreation  center. 

With  the  ongoing  help  of  our  townspeople  and  local  departments  and 
organizations  we  hope  to  make  great  progress  for  the  benefit  of  all  age 
groups  in  the  Town.

Report  of  the 

Water  Department 


For  your  approval  we  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  twelve  (12) 
month  period  ending  June  30,  1988. 

During  the  past  year,  water  mains  were  installed  in  sub-divisions  on 
Kettle  Pond  Drive,  Spring  Tide  Lane,  Spinnaker  Lane,  Haskell  Lane  and 
Jesse  Eldredge  Road  Extension.  Mains  were  also  installed  on  Sherwood 
Road,  Pepper  Lane,  Olde  Heritage  Way  and  Liberty  Trail.  The  municipal 
water  system  expansion  program  continued  with  the  installation  of 
transmission  lines  on  Route  137,  Round  Cove  Road  and  Long  Pond 
Drive. 

During  the  year,  39  new  fire  hydrants  were  added  to  the  system, 
increasing  the  total  number  of  hydrants  in  operation  to  901.  In  addition, 
249  water  services  were  installed,  bringing  the  total  number  of  water 
services  to  7,606. 

During  F.Y.  1988,  construction  of  the  new  one  million  gallon  elevated 
storage  tank  on  Lothrop  Avenue  was  finished  and  it  was  placed  into 
operation.  Upon  completion  of  the  new  tank,  the  old  water  tower  on 
Kildee  Hill  was  taken  out  of  service  and  dismantled.  The  extra  storage 
capacity  of  the  new,  larger  tank  was  needed  immediately,  as  peak  water 
demand  during  the  summer  broke  all  previous  records,  exceeding  5.2 
million  gallons  per  day.

Report  of  the 

Youth  Commission 


The  Harwich  Youth  Center  under  the  direction  of  Ann  Schweizer  of 
Chatham  and  Susan  Harrington  of  W.  Harwich  has  continued  to  offer  a 
variety  of  programs  for  the  Youth  of  Harwich. 

The  programs  offered  are  Basketball  (grades  3-6),  Spring  and  Fall 
Street  Hockey  (grades  5-10),  Gymnastics  (grades  K-6)  Swimming 
(grades  3-6),  and  Tennis  for  those  students  in  grades  5-8.  Ice  Skating  and 
bowling  are  currently  being  planned. 

The  Drop  In  Center  is  open  to  students  in  grades  7-12  on  Friday  nights 
from  6:30  P.M.  to  10:30.  The  Center  is  equipped  with  many  video  games, 
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a  pool  table,  ping  pong  table,  color  T.V.  and  an  outdoor  Basketball  and 
Street  Hockey  court. 

The  “Check  In”  policy  introduced  last  year  is  still  enforced.  When  a 
student  arrives,  he  or  she  must  remain  at  the  Youth  Center  until  the 
student  wishes  to  leave.  When  the  student  leaves  he  or  she  “Checks 
Out”  and  is  not  permitted  on  the  premises  again  that  evening. 

The  Youth  Center  offered  many  off-Cape  trips  this  summer  including 
Hampton  Beach,  N.H.,  Fenway  Park,  Riverside  Park  and  Rockey  Point 
in  R.I.  A  three  day  stay  at  the  Youth  Hostel  in  Martha’s  Vineyard  was  a 
new  experience  for  all  those  who  participated. 

The  PROJECT  COACH  program  was  again  in  operation  in  1988.  This 
very  successful  program  is  in  conjunction  with  local  probation  officers. 

In  1989  the  Youth  Directors  will  continue  to  offer  programs  designed 
to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  community.  However,  one  of  the 
priorities  will  be  the  development  of  facilities  adequate  to  support  the 
demands  of  current  programs. 

Ann  Schweizer  and  Susan  Harrington  look  forward  to  another 
exciting  and  challenging  year  and  would  like  to  thank  those  many 
Harwich  residents  for  the  support  and  time  they’ve  given  to  the  Youth 
Center.

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Report  of  the 

Town  Offices  Building  Committee 


In  September  1988,  one  year  from  ground  breaking  for  the  new  Town 
Offices  Building,  town  personnel  were  moved  into  the  new  two  story 
addition.  Phase  Two,  renovations  to  the  Old  Town  Hall  are  now  in 
progress.  The  Administrative  Wing  will  be  located  in  the  restored  and 
redesigned  older  section  and  this  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  by 
February  1989.  By  spring  we  expect  to  complete  our  project  of  providing 
the  Town  of  Harwich  with  a  modern  functional  efficient  space  so  that  all 
town  offices  can  be  consolidated  in  one  building. 

The  Committee  has  spent  the  past  year  keeping  informed  of 
construction  progress,  considering  various  refinements  to  the  plans, 
which  develop  as  a  project  moves  to  completion,  and  approving  needed 
change  orders  to  expedite  and  improve  the  building  program. 

Additional  features,  beyond  the  construction  phase,  and  included  in 
our  original  budget,  called  for  furnishing  and  equipping  the  building. 
Much  furniture  has  already  been  ordered  and  received  and  in  use,  and 
we  are  in  process  of  ordering  the  balance  of  equipment  and  furnishings. 
Careful  consideration  of  colors,  materials  and  special  items  have 
contributed  to  a  harmonious  interior. 

If  the  many  enthusiastic  comments  from  town  employees  and  citizens, 
who  have  occasion  to  work  or  visit  in  the  new  Town  Hall,  is  any 
indication,  then  we  have  a  successful  venture. 

To  implement  the  requirements  of  the  new  Charter,  a  much  larger 
Town  Hall  was  a  necessity.  Several  features  in  the  new  addition  have 
proved  most  popular:  The  Donn  Griffin  Hearing  Room,  which  seats  126 
people,  has  been  a  great  improvement  for  the  Selectmen  and  other 
Town  Boards,  when  they  have  large  meetings.  A  second  room,  Hearing 
Room  B,  seats  30  persons  and  is  also  scheduled  days  and  evenings  for 
smaller  groups.  The  Committee  Room,  a  third  room  in  the  upstairs  of  the 
new  addition,  has  space  for  25  persons  and  file  cabinets  for  the  many 
other  volunteer  Town  Boards  and  Commissions  who  previously  had  no 
public  space  for  records  and  meetings.  This  room  of  many  uses  is  in 
constant  use. 

The  spacious  central  hall,  on  both  floors  of  the  addition,  makes 
contact  and  access  with  Town  Departments  a  pleasure  for  the  general 
public.  When  the  Administrative  Wing  —  the  Old  Town  Hall  —  is 
completed,  there  will  be  an  elegant  high  ceilinged  vestibule  entry  and  a 
comfortable  sunny  Library  (where  once  five  selectmen  held  crowded 
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meetings).  Both  the  vestibule  and  library  have  the  original  fireplaces  and 
bookcases,  and  throughout  this  wing  are  cornices,  moldings,  chair  rails 
and  doors  and  windows  preserved  from  the  old  bank. 

Ceramic  tile  hallways  and  carpeted  offices,  with  accoustical  tile 
ceilings,  make  working  conditions  pleasant.  An  elevator  and  two 
stairways,  handicapped  access  throughout,  lavatories  on  both  floors,  an 
employees  lounge,  moved  from  the  basement  of  old  town  hall  to  a  bright 
sunny  room  just  off  the  first  floor,  are  amenities  appreciated  by  all. 

When  we  hold  our  Open  House  in  the  spring,  we  hope  that  all 
residents  of  Harwich  will  take  the  opportunity  of  visiting  your  new  Town 
Hall.

Land  Acquisition  Committee 

1988  was  a  productive  year  for  the  Committee  . . .  productive  in 
developing  a  collated  list  of  land  parcels  throughout  the  Harwich’s  which 
could  be  of  interest  to  the  Town  for  future  acquisition,  for  open  space, 
conservation,  or  other  municipal  purpose.  The  information  contained  on 
the  lists  was  extracted  from  various  Town  department  records,  and 
includes  location,  acreage,  zoning,  tax  status,  and  other  elements  to  aid 
the  Committee  in  specifically  focusing  its  search  of  an  area  for  the  most 
suitable  parcels  for  possible  Town  acquisition.  The  report  is  not  fully 
complete,  and  can  be  continually  up-graded  with  new  information  as  it 
becomes  available,  and  is  pertinent  to  the  Committee’s  work.  It  could  be 
put  that  the  committee  has  established  a  “wish  list”  for  acquisitions  being 
fully  aware  of  monetary  constraints  on  any  recommendations  to  the 
Selectmen.  The  Committee  looks  toward  to  the  New  Year  to  further 
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refine  its  operation  so  as  to  better  serve  the  Town  government, 
applicable  Boards  and  Commissions,  and  ultimately  the  people.

Final  bids  were  received  for  the  construction  of  the  transfer  station  at 
the  present  landfill.  The  lowest  bid  was  in  the  amount  of  $1,124,000.  By 
December  31, 1988, 80%  of  the  work  was  completed.  Final  completion  is 
projected  by  April  1,  1989.  Before  shipments  to  SEMASS  can  begin 
rolling  stock  must  be  obtained  to  move  the  25  ton  loads  to  SEMASS. 
SWAC  has  recommended  that  the  town  purchase  three  compaction 
trailers  and  a  tractor.  Reason  being  that  there  is  an  on-going  saving  of 
about  $10/ton  in  cost  of  shipping  to  SEMASS  versus  subcontracting  to  a 
private  hauler. 

Current  Recycling  Activity 

Some  progress  was  made  in  developing  a  recycling  program. 
Newspapers,  glass,  deposit  containers  and  HDFE  dairy  plastic  are  being 
collected.  A  leaf  and  grass  composting  pile  has  been  initiated  and  plans 
are  underway  to  have  white  goods  and  other  metal  hauled  away.  A 
surprising  amount  of  five  cent  deposit  cans  and  bottles  have  been 
collected  and  turned  into  cash. 

Proposed  “PAY  BY  BAG”  Fee  Method 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  devoted  by  SWAC  toward  developing  an 
equitable  fee  structure  for  the  use  of  the  transfer  station  by  the  residents 
and  commercial  trash  generators.  In  November,  SWAC  heard  of  a  novel 
method  of  fixing  fees  and  promoting  recycling  activity.  SWAC  believes  it 
to  be  an  extraordinary  system  which  provides  a  far  more  equitable 
method  of  assessing  fees  and,  based  on  the  experience  of  towns  in  New 
Jersey  and  Illinois,  it  promotes  almost  instant  recycling  by  residents  and 
commercial  establishments  alike.  It  is  called  “Pay  by  Bag”.  In  concept,  it 
requires  all  residents  to  buy  special  bags  from  the  town  and  all  trash 
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deposited  in  the  transfer  station  must  be  contained  in  these  special  bags. 
All  recyclable  materials  are  received  without  cost.  SWAC  is  continuing 
to  study  this  most  interesting  prospect.

Report  of  the 

Brooks  Academy 
Museum  Commission 


At  the  May  Town  Meeting  with  an  overwhelming  vote  of  432  to  27  on 
Article  18  Brooks  Academy  was  designated  to  be  the  official  Town 
Museum.  This  is  a  memorable  change  for  this  building.  Dating  back  to 
1965  the  second  floor  of  Brooks  Academy  has  been  used  for  a  museum 
by  the  Harwich  Historical  Society,  an  independent  private  organization. 
The  rest  of  the  building  has  been  used  by  various  town  departments. 
That  will  all  change.  The  sole  use  of  this  property  will  soon  become  that 
of  a  museum.  The  overseers  of  the  museum  will  be  the  newly  organized, 
on  September  29,  Brooks  Academy  Museum  Commission. 

In  February  of  ’89,  current  use  of  this  building  will  cease  as  all  town 
departments  will  have  moved  to  the  newly  renovated  Town  Hall.  At  that 
time  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  transfer  use  and  control  of  Brooks 
Academy  and  its  surrounding  land  to  the  commission.  In  anticipation  of 
that  time,  the  commission’s  work  has  already  begun.  Bylaws  for  the 
operation  of  the  Commission  are  being  finalized.  Contractual 
agreements  with  the  Harwich  Historical  Society  for  their  use  of  the 
building  are  in  discussion.  Possible  grant  applications  are  being 
reviewed. 

Enthusiasm  is  high  as  to  the  future  of  this  project.  Ideas  are  numerous 
and  concepts  are  general  at  this  time.  There  are  however  some  known 
factors  and  commitments.  Programs  and  exhibits  now  will  be  able  to 
depict  a  broader  range  of  interest  having  been  freed  from  the  constraint 
of  space  and  use  restrictions.  Future  improvement  to  the  grounds  will 
create  an  environment  of  an  historical  park.  The  commission  is 
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committed  to  making  Brooks  Academy  a  living  museum;  a  museum  that 
will  interact  with  the  community  through  lectures,  concerts,  school 
programs  and  enactment  of  historical  events. 

It  must  be  realized  that  the  Brooks  Academy  Museum  will  not  be  an 
overnight  success.  Organization,  planning  and  funding  will  dictate  the 
time  table. 

Working  in  a  cooperative  partnership  with  the  Harwich  Historical 
Society  is  a  real  asset.  This  participation  and  more  is  needed  to  succeed. 
Financial  support  independent  of  State  and  Federal  Grants  will  be 
needed.  Volunteer  services  are  welcome.

Two  major  goals  of  the  year  were  centered  around  curriculum 
development  and  preparation  for  the  middle  school. 

Curriculum  development  is  an  ongoing  process;  it’s  a  job  that’s 
never  done.  We  are  constantly  looking  at  what  we  teach  and  how  we 
teach  it  so  that  we  can  adequately  prepare  our  youngsters  with  the  skills 
and  knowledge  to  make  them  life-long  learners  and  citizens. 

The  elementary  school  program  came  under  close  scrutiny  this  year 
and  new  curricula  materials  were  adopted  in  mathematics,  social  studies 
and  reading.  In  addition,  our  computer  education  program  took  a  leap 
toward  as  we  organized  a  computer  lab  in  the  media  center  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Wordell.  All  elementary  school  youngsters  receive 
instruction  in  the  use  of  computers. 

At  the  junior  high  level,  curriculum  review  has  led  to  the  adoption  of 
materials  that  integrate  the  skills  intitiated  in  the  elementary  school,  thus 
we  have  taken  a  step  toward  an  articulated  curriculum  from  grade  to 
grade  and  school  to  school. 

At  the  high  school  level,  many  of  the  recommendations  on  curriculum 
made  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  have 
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been  implemented,  providing  all  of  our  high  school  youngsters  with  a 
sound  educational  program. 

We  have  also  turned  our  attention  to  Early  Childhood  Education, 
education  of  children  four  to  eight  years  old.  An  early  childhood  advisory 
committee  comprised  of  teachers,  parents,  and  day-care  service 
providers  in  Harwich  have  been  meeting  since  the  spring.  They  applied 
for  and  received  a  grant  from  the  Department  of  Education  to  conduct  a 
needs  survey  in  early  1989.  As  an  adjunct  of  that  committee  we  will  also 
study  the  need  for  afterschool  child  care  for  elementary  school 
youngsters. 

Planning  for  the  middle  school  has  been  an  ongoing  project  for  the 
school  committee,  school  building  committee  and  the  middle  school 
planning  council. 

Last  spring  the  rules  for  funding  projects  were  changed  by  the  School 
Building  Assistance  Bureau  to  allow  only  one  project  in  a  community  to 
be  approved  for  funding  because  of  state  budget  constraints.  The  school 
building  committee  chose  the  middle  school  project  to  be  put  toward  for 
funding  and  in  August  the  State  Department  of  Education  approved  the 
project.  The  project  went  out  to  bid  in  November  and  general 
construction  bids  will  be  awarded  in  January  1989  with  construction  to 
begin  shortly  thereafter.  The  project  should  be  completed  for  occupancy 
in  September  1990.  The  renovations  at  the  elementary  school  and  high 
school,  including  a  new  media  center,  will  begin  in  the  spring  of  1989  with 
completion  scheduled  to  coincide  with  the  opening  of  the  middle  school. 

The  latest  school  enrollment  projections  show  a  steady  increase  in 
school-age  youngsters  over  the  next  ten  years.  As  the  school  committee 
and  school  building  committee  review  this  data,  the  need  for  the  building 
projects  in  progress  are  reaffirmed,  and  the  projects  as  designed  should 
meet  the  anticipated  needs  of  the  system  through  that  period  and 
beyond.  The  October  1,  1988  enrollment  was  1264.  The  projected 
enrollment  in  1990,  when  the  building  projects  will  be  completed,  is  1295. 
the  projected  enrollment  for  1993  is  1450  and  by  1998  the  projected 
enrollment  is  over  1550. 

The  system-wide  goals  for  the  1988-1989  school  year  were 
adopted  by  the  school  committee  in  August.  They  focus  on  school 
facilities,  the  middle  school,  curriculum  development,  professional 
climate,  extra-curricular  activities,  and  public  relations.  Specific 
objectives  have  been  identified  in  each  area  and  the  school  committee 
and  school  staff  are  committed  to  accomplishing  the  goals. 

The  Harwich  Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs  Advisory 
Council  continues  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  to  provide  anti- 
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substance  abuse  education  to  the  youngsters  in  the  schools.  With  the 
help  of  a  grant  from  the  Governor’s  Alliance,  funds  appropriated  by  the 
town  and  a  generous  donation  from  the  Harwich-Dennis  Lions  Club,  all 
of  our  sixth  grade,  seventh  grade,  and  eighth  grade  teachers  will  receive 
training  in  the  use  of  the  Quest  International  materials  entitled  “Skills  for 
Adolescents.”  The  support  of  the  Council,  the  townspeople,  and  the 
Lions  Club  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  recipient  of  the  Superintendent’s  Certificate  of  Academic 
Excellence  for  1988  was  Martha  Tobey.  Martha  ranks  number  one  in 
her  class  and  is  an  accomplished  violinist.  She  will  graduate  from 
Harwich  High  School  in  June  1989  and  plans  to  further  her  education  in 
the  field  of  environmental  research.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Harwich  Elementary  School  opened  its  doors  this  September  to 
740  students  in  grades  Pre-K  through  6.  This  is  an  increase  of 
approximately  50  students  over  last  year.  The  school  continues  to 
provide  students  of  Harwich  with  an  outstanding  educational  program 
despite  the  constraints  of  overcrowding. 

Harwich  welcomed  Mrs.  Lynne  Turner  as  the  new  Assistant  Principal. 
There  are  six  new  members  of  our  faculty;  Melissa  Robinson, 
Kindergarten;  Maria  Arsenault,  Grade  2;  Myra  Belliveau,  Grade  4;  Janet 
Petrucelli-Smithers,  Resource  Room;  Michelle  Atcheson,  Resource 
Room,  and  Mrs.  Peg  Maeder,  School  Psychologist.  Returning  to  our 
school  after  leaves  of  absence  were  Kate  (Kaye)  Mirando,  Grade  1;  and 
Carol  Olson,  Grade  4. 

This  year  we  updated  texts  in  reading,  math,  and  social  studies  in 
grades  4-6.  Many  of  the  texts  replaced  were  10-15  years  old.  We  look 
forward  to  continued  systematic  text  replacement  in  the  primary  grades 
next  year,  and  we  thank  the  School  Committee  and  Mr.  Ferris  for  their 
support. 
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Our  school  is  fortunate  to  have  an  effective  PTA.  My  thanks  to  all 
those  who  volunteered  their  time  to  help  enrich  our  students’  school 
experiences  in  the  classroom,  on  field  trips,  and  on  committees. 

It  is  appropriate  that  our  community  be  made  aware  of  the 
outstanding  contributions  of  our  faculty  and  support  staff.  Despite  far 
less  than  ideal  conditions,  our  school  has  moved  forward  in  all 
curriculum  areas. 

The  school  facility  is  also  being  maintained  in  very  good  condition. 

We  look  forward  to  another  successful  year  working  with  the 
supportive  parents  and  eager  children  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.

Student  council  provided  support  to  the  annual  Cape  Cod 
Junior  High  Basketball  tournament  by  decorating  the  gym,  purchasing 
and  donating  the  refreshments  and  by  donating  the  trophies  for  the  most 
valuable  boy  and  girl  player  in  the  final  tournament  games.  The  Student 
Council  sponsored  the  Ben  Grotz  Memorial  Basketball  Game  to  raise 
funds  for  the  scholarship  they  have  established  in  recognition  of  the  loss 
of  one  of  their  own  classmates.  The  student  council  sponsored  five 
dances  and  invited  the  7th  and  8th  graders  from  Chatham  Jr./Sr.  High 
School  to  attend  two  dances.

Ryan  O’Leary  for  the  third  year  in  succession  won  the  Harwich  School 
Pin  for  excellence  in  Mathematics  by  obtaining  the  highest  score  in  the 
Junior  High  on  the  National  American  Junior  High  Mathematics  Test. 

In  April  1988  Harwich  students  participated  in  the  Massachusetts 
Educational  Assessment  Program  which  provides  detailed  information 
on  student  achievement  at  grade  eight.  The  scores  reflect  the  cumulative 
educational  experience  of  our  eighth  graders  and  will  be  used  to  plan  for 
the  improvement  of  school  programs,  instruction  and  auxiliary  services.

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The  report  commmended  the  high  school  programs  and  staff  in  every 
area,  but  also  left  us  with  a  number  of  recommendations  to  be  planned 
and  implemented.  We  must  report  back  the  results  to  the  Association  in 
a  two  year  report  and  again  in  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  evaluation 
visit. 

The  staff  has  already  planned  and/or  implemented  over  half  of  the 
recommendations  including  budgeting  for  upgrading  and  expanding  our 
computer  education  programs,  and  upgrading  the  maintenance  of  the 
facility.  We  have  also  implemented  a  long  range  plan  for  the  purchase, 
replacement  and  maintenance  of  equipment. 

We  received  twenty-one  separate  recommendations  to  upgrade  the 
library  and  its  components  and  we  are  thankful  to  the  taxpayers  for 
providing  funds  whereby  both  the  library  and  the  science  labs  will  be  built 
according  to  the  NEASC  recommendations  to  support  our  school 
program  of  studies. 

In  progress  also  are  efforts  to  comply  with  the  thirty-one  separate 
recommendations  to  correct  faults  with  the  building  and  its  equipment. 
For  example,  money  has  been  set  aside  for  new  lockers  in  the  part  of  the 
building  project  set  aside  to  refurbish  the  high  school  and  we  have 
requested  money  in  next  year’s  budget  to  begin  replacing  outdated  and 
worn-out  Industrial  Arts  machinery. 

The  staff  and  administration  express  appreciation  for  the  continued 
moral  and  financial  support  we  are  receiving  from  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich. 

Athletics  —  1988  saw  Harwich  High  School  have  another  successful 
year  athletically.  We  didn’t  have  as  many  championships  as  in  1987,  but 
our  teams  represented  our  town  well. 

Our  ice  hockey  team  won  another  Cape  &  Islands  championship  and 
went  to  the  quarter  finals  of  the  state  tournament.  Our  baseball  team 
won  the  league  championship  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  They  did  well 
in  the  state  tournament  by  advancing  to  the  quarter  finals.  The  boys 
soccer  team  finished  second  in  the  league  but  had  a  fine  13-5  season. 
They  lost  in  the  state  quarter  finals  in  a  game  that  went  into  6  overtimes. 
The  field  hockey  team  had  a  super  year  with  a  very  young  team  and 
finished  second  in  the  league  and  advanced  to  the  quarter  finals  in  the 
state  tournament.  Our  cross  country  team  for  the  second  year  in  a  row 
went  undefeated  with  9-0  record.  Our  boys  basketball  team  advanced  to 
the  state  tournament  and  went  on  to  the  second  round. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  of  Harwich  for  their  great 
support  of  our  athletic  program. 
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PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 


Guidance  Services  —  The  Guidance  Staff  consists  of  one  full-time 
Guidance  Director  who  also  serves  as  a  full-time  high  school  counselor, 
one  additional  high  school  counselor,  one  junior  high  school  counselor, 
and  one  full-time  guidance  secretary.  The  staff  provides  the  services 
usually  associated  with  secondary  guidance  programs.  This  includes 
transition  from  Junior  High  School  to  High  School;  college,  vocational, 
and  personal  counseling;  college  placement  assistance;  scheduling; 
student  course  placement;  testing;  special  education  referral; 
dissemination  of  college  and  career  information;  enrollment  of  new 
students;  coordination  of  visits  from  college  representatives; 
consultation  with  parents,  teachers,  and  psychological  personnel;  report 
card  preparation;  and  record  updating  and  storage.  The  Guidance 
Department  also  provides  information  and  assistance  to  parents. 

Many  special  and  diverse  programs  are  also  provided  through  the 
Guidance  Office. 

1.  Financial  Aid  workshop  for  12th  grade  students  and  parents. 

2.  Armed  Services  career  presentation  to  Seniors. 

3.  Business  and  Technical  career  presentations  arranged  for 
classroom  teachers. 

4.  A.S.V.A.B.  testing  for  interested  students  in  grades  10-11-12. 

5.  Participation  in  All  Cape  College  Day  for  11th  and  12th  grades. 

6.  Maintaining  library  of  career  and  college  reference  materials.  This 
includes  both  video  and  laser  disc  opportunities. 

Special  Education  —  This  year  the  Department  of  Education  is 
initiating  conferences,  workshops,  and  seminars  around  the  concept  of 
mainstreaming  the  Special  Education  student.  The  theme  of  this  goal  is 
to  integrate  the  educational  goals  of  all  students,  ensuring  that 
regulations  and  testing  requirements  not  fragment  students  into  pockets 
of  isolated  instruction.  One  of  the  initiatives  that  the  Harwich  Public 
Schools  is  taking  is  to  review  all  testing  requirements  with  a  goal  of 
streamlining  group  and  individual  student  assessment. 

All  schools  have  a  referral  team  comprised  of  the  Principal,  School 
Psychologist,  Counselor,  Regular  and  Special  Education  Teachers.  The 
purpose  of  this  team  is  to  ensure  that  all  regular  education  alternatives 
are  utilized  prior  to  referral  for  special  education  procedures. 

When  formal  referral  and  remediation  is  necessary,  the  goal  of  the 
department  is  to  mainstream  children  whenever  possible. 
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Consequently,  the  regular  classroom  and  special  education  teachers  are 
increasingly  working  together  in  order  to  provide  educational 
experiences  which  will  enhance  the  learning  process  for  all  children. 

Special  Needs  students  work  in  an  academic  and  therapeutic  setting. 
Individualized  and  small-group  instruction  is  provided  for  students  who 
have  intellectual  and  perceptual  disabilities.  Assistance  is  provided  for 
students  who  demonstrate  social  and  emotional  problems.  Children  are 
mainstreamed  as  much  as  possible  and  come  to  the  resource  room  on  a 
regular  daily  basis  for  remediation  in  reading,  written  language,  math, 
and  handwriting  as  recommended.  Depending  on  need,  some  students 
spend  as  much  as  four  hours  per  day  in  the  resource  room  while  others 
spend  as  little  as  one  half  hour. 

Utilizing  a  multi-sensory  approach,  students’  relative  strengths  are 
recognized  in  remediating  academic,  perceptual,  and  behavioral 
weaknesses.  Daily  lesson  plans  correlate  with  the  Special  Education 
Individual  Educational  Plan  (I.E.P.)  by  reflecting  its  goals  and  specific 
objectives. 

At  the  secondary  level,  remediation  is  more  closely  tied  to  the 
curriculum.  Study  skills  and  modification  of  classroom  activities  are 
essential  to  the  program’s  success. 

Screening  programs  are  administered  to  pre-schoolers  along  with 
children  in  regular  kindergarten. 

Motor  Development  —  Developmental  motor  training  is  provided 
to  those  children  whose  gross  motor  skills  (running,  jumping,  skipping) 
and  fine  motor  skills  (ability  to  manipulate  small  objects/pencils, 
scissors)  are  delayed  for  their  age.  Motor  development  is  individual  to 
each  child.  It  also  relates  to  that  child’s  readiness  for  learning. 

Some  children  have  delayed  or  disordered  visual  perceptual  skills. 
Remediation  is  provided  to  those  children  who  need  to  build  a  base  of 
visual  perceptual  skills  essential  to  early  learning.  These  skills  would 
include  visual  attending  (directing  sustained  attention  to  an  activity), 
visual  discrimination  (distinguishing  between  objects  according  to  size, 
shape,  color,  position),  visual  memory  and  sequencing. 

Occupational  Therapy  —  Occupational  Therapy  services  focus  in 
on  the  student’s  learning  potential,  their  ability  to  perform  functional 
arm/hand  skills  needed  for  everyday  academics,  and  sensory  processing 
of  information  for  learning. 

Occupational  Therapy  typically  utilizes  evaluation  and  remediation 
focusing  on  the  “why,”  “the  cause,”  and  “how  to  enhance  a  child’s 
performance.”  This  may  include: 
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1.  Sensory  Integration  —  Perceptual/Motor  foundation 

2.  Developmental  Progressions. 

3.  Self-care  abilities  related  to  success  in  school. 

4.  Organizational/ sequence  training  as  well  as  compensatory  skills  to 
enhance  educational  goals. 

5.  Consultation  with  the  team  members. 

6.  Equipment/classroom  modifications  to  foster  the  highest  level  of 
educational  success. 

Physical  Therapy  —  Physical  Therapy  is  provided  to  those  students 
whose  physical  ability  to  function  in  and  around  the  educational  setting  is 
‘hindered  by  reasons  of  developmental  delays,  orthopedic  or 
neurological  pathologies.  Services  are  designed  to  assist  in  developing 
the  student’s  potential  for  all  education  related  activities.  Among  these 
activities  are  mobility  within  the  school  setting  (i.e.,  transitioning 
between  bus  to  school,  class  to  class),  the  ability  to  sit  and  attend  in  the 
classroom,  and  participation  with  peers  in  gross  motor  play  and  physical 
education  programs. 

Speech  —  The  students  with  whom  the  Speech/Language 
Therapists  work  have  varied  concerns:  language  delays,  learning 
problems,  hearing  impairments,  voice  or  fluency  difficulties,  and/or 
articulation  problems.  The  Speech  Therapists  also  consult  with 
classroom  teachers  about  possible  modifications  to  answer  specific 
needs.  In  addition,  they  meet  with  parents  to  help  with  promoting  growth 
in  speech  and  language,  and  monitor  the  classroom  performance  of 
students  who  have  recently  been  dismissed  from  the  program.  In 
cooperation  with  other  specialists,  the  therapists  complete  speech  and 
language  evaluations  and  screen  preschoolers  and  kindergarten 
students. 

School  Psychologist/Adjustment  Counselor  —  The  School 
Psychologist/ Adjustment  Counselors  are  involved  in  the  following 
activities: 

1.  Provide  individual  and  group  counseling  based  on  Chapter  766 
evaluations,  teacher,  parent,  or  student  self-referrals. 

2.  Assess  intellectual  and  educational  strength/weaknesses  of 
children  in  order  to  determine  relative  achievement  and  aptitudes, 
and  to  describe  individual  learning  style  preferences. 

3.  Assist  school  staff  in  formulating  and  specifying  appropriate 
individual  plans  for  educational  and  behavioral  management. 
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4.  Recommend  appropriate  educational  and  psychological 
remediation  for  children  with  special  needs  in  ways  to 
accommodate  their  unique  learning  and  psychological  needs. 

5.  Provide  consultative  services  to  assist  school  staff  members  to 
better  understand  behavior  and  learning  patterns  of  children  and 
to  apply  these  understandings  in  promoting  an  improved  climate 
for  learning. 

6.  Serve  in  a  liaison  relationship  between  school  and  community 
resources/agencies  in  the  understanding  and  treatment  of  learning 
and  behavior  difficulties  in  order  to  help  students  maximize  their 
potential. 

Pre-School  Services  —  The  Harwich  schools  provide  individualized 
services  for  approximately  14  pre-school  children  in  an  integrated  and 
informal  personalized  setting.  A  variety  of  specialists  work  with  these  3 
and  4-year-olds  in  specific  areas  of  concern. 

Health  Services  -  The  nursing  department  is  comprised  of  one  Nurse 
and  two  Health  Aides.  Responsibilities  include:  administering  first  aid; 
screening  for  eyes,  ears,  and  postural  deficits;  assisting  the  school 
physician  with  formal  medical  examinations;  health  education; 
counselling;  and  serving  as  a  team  member  for  special  education 
evaluations. 

Chapter  1  —  Chapter  I  is  a  federally  funded  program  which  provides 
extra  help  in  reading  and  math.  Children  are  considered  for  Chapter  I 
services  based  on  classroom  teacher  recommendation  and  the  results  of 
standardized  testing.  Services  are  available  in  Grades  1-6. 

Children  receive  20-30  minutes  of  extra  instruction  3-5  times  a  week  in 
a  small-group  setting  (4-6  children).  Chapter  I  supplements  regular 
classroom  instruction  and  the  Chapter  I  teacher  is  in  contact  with  the 
classroom  teacher  to  assure  that  each  child’s  educational  needs  are 
being  met.  Parents  are  an  important  part  of  the  Chapter  I  program  and 
are  urged  to  participate  through  Membership  in  the  Chapter  I  Parent 
Group,  classroom  visits,  participation  in  informational  programs,  parent 
workshops,  and  parent/teacher  conferences. 

BUSINESS  OPERATIONS 

Over  the  past  year  the  School  Business  Office  has  undergone  a  major 
transformation.  A  new  Business  Manager,  Marc  P.  Dupuis,  was  hired 
effective  July  1,  1988,  to  replace  Richard  Lombardi.  In  addition,  Lynne 
McMahon  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Bookkeeper,  replacing 
JoAnne  Clancy,  who  accepted  a  position  in  the  Town  Accountant’s 
Office. 
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One  of  the  major  undertakings  of  the  Business  Manager  has  been  his 
involvement  with  the  building  projects.  An  Asbestos  Abatement  Project 
was  completed  at  the  Middle  School  this  fall  in  anticipation  of  the 
addition/renovation  which  is  due  to  commence  in  January  of  1989.  The 
Middle  School  building  project  will  utlimately  provide  the  children  of 
Harwich  with  a  state-of-the-art  Middle  School  for  years  to  come.  Major 
renovations/additions  are  also  planned  at  the  Elementary  and  High 
Schools;  hopefully  these  projects  will  start  in  the  summer  of  1989.  The 
building  projects  at  both  the  Elementary  and  High  Schools  will  address 
major  maintenance  needs  and  will  improve  both  these  facilities  greatly. 

The  Central  Office  continues  to  be  a  tenant  at  38  Sisson  Road.  It  is 
anticipated  by  the  fall  of  1990  the  Central  Office  will  be  located  at  the  high 
school.  The  move  is  being  planned  as  part  of  the  overall  building  project. 

Finance/Computers  —  The  Business  Office  continues  to  expand 
the  computerization  of  its  office.  The  MASBO  Financial  Program, 
purchased  in  the  fall  of  1987,  continues  to  be  developed  in  order  to  make 
optimum  use  of  the  computer  and  all  financial  information  available. 

Over  the  past  few  months  the  FY  90  budget  development  process  was 
undertaken  and  the  computer  system  proved  to  be  very  helpful  in 
providing  valuable  information.  One  of  the  objectives  of  the  Business 
Office  is  to  work  toward  providing  a  complete  program  budget  in  order 
to  better  evaluate  all  educational  departments  and  programs. 

A  personnel  computer  program  was  implemented  in  November  of 
1988  in  order  to  computerize  the  record-keeping  of  all  personnel 
information  and  absences.  It  is  anticipated  this  program  will  provide  a 
tremendous  amount  of  information  as  well  as  make  the  entire 
personnel/absence  record-keeping  process  much  more  efficient. 

Operations  and  Maintenance  —  There  have  been  many  changes  in 
both  the  structure  as  well  as  the  personnel  of  the 
Custodial/Maintenance  Department  over  the  past  year.  The  duties  and 
role  of  the  maintenance/custodial  supervisor  were  clearly  defined,  and  a 
new  job  description  was  accepted  by  the  school  committee  in  the  fall  of 
1988.  The  Maintenance/Custodial  Supervisor  oversees  the  day-to-day 
operation  of  the  department  while  reporting  to  the  Business  Manager. 
To  date  the  structure  appears  to  be  working  well  and  the  entire 
department  appears  to  be  functioning  efficiently. 

Many  maintenance  projects  were  accomplished  over  the  past  year  — 
most  notably  the  painting  of  the  exterior  of  the  High  School  building,  as 
well  as  exterior  painting  of  the  front  of  the  Elementary  School. 
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Over  the  next  year,  along  with  the  building  project  and  renovations, 
many  ongoing  maintenance  projects  will  be  undertaken  at  both  schools, 
including  such  things  as  carpet  replacement  and  restroom  renovations 
at  the  Elementary  School  and  re-shingling  at  the  High  School. 

Building  maintenance  and  custodial  services  have  been  given  a  top 
priority,  and  have  received  and  will  continue  to  receive  much  attention  in 
the  upcoming  years. 

Food  Services  —  The  Food  Service  Department  continues  to 
operate  in  an  efficient  manner.  Food  Service  Director,  Jeffrey  Smith,  has 
operated  the  program  since  November  of  1986  and  has  continued  to 
make  major  improvements  and  come  up  with  new  innovative  ideas. 

On  average,  student  participation  in  the  school  lunch  program  is  45 
percent.  A  breakfast  program  is  also  operated  on  a  daily  basis 
throughout  the  Harwich  School  System. 

Transportation  —  The  School  Department  is  in  the  fourth  year  of 
the  current  5-year  transportation  contract.  The  1990-91  school  year 
should  bring  major  changes  in  the  Harwich  School  Transportation 
System.  The  entire  transportation  system  and  procedures  will  be 
intensely  reviewed  over  the  next  year  in  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the 
Middle  School. 

Currently  all  buses  are  well  within  the  allowable  passenger  limits,  with 
twelve  routes  servicing  the  Elementary  School  and  eleven  routes 
servicing  the  Jr. -Sr.  High  School.  All  routes  were  published  in  the 
newspaper  prior  to  the  start  of  the  1988-89  school  year,  which  proved  to 
be  very  helpful  to  all  parents  and  students.  This  is  a  practice  which  is 
planned  to  be  continued  for  upcoming  years. 

IN  CONCLUSION 

The  staff  of  the  Harwich  Public  Schools  continued  to  grow  in  the 
commitment  to  providing  an  excellent  education  to  the  children  of 
Harwich.  New  programs,  revised  curricula,  upgraded  and  new  facilities 
head  the  list  of  achievements  in  the  present  year  and  head  the  list  of  goals 
for  the  future.  Reviewing,  self-assessing,  planning,  developing,  and 
implementing  by  all  members  of  the  school  community  are  the  strengths 
of  our  school  system  as  it  deals  with  the  present  and  looks  toward  the 
future.  The  focal  point  of  all  the  activity  is  the  education  of  the  children. 
We  are  seeking  excellence  as  defined  by  James  Lewis,  Jr.  in  Achieving 
EXC  ELLENCE  in  our  Schools:  “Excellence  is  a  school  district  in  which 
all  school  people  are  helping  kids  to  become  something  more  than  they 
ever  hoped  to  be.”  Thank  you  for  your  support.

Report  of  the 

School  Committee 


Thanks  to  the  dedicated  effort  of  our  teachers  and  administrative 
staff,  the  cooperation  of  our  students  and  their  families,  and  the  support 
of  the  citizens  of  Harwich,  1988  was  a  year  of  considerable 
accomplishment  for  our  school  system. 

The  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  Charles  Ferris  focused  a 
great  deal  of  attention  in  1988  on  planning  and  policy  development  for 
the  school  system.  The  format  of  School  Committee  meetings  was 
changed  to  accommodate  a  detailed  discussion  of  policy  and  planning 
issues  on  a  monthly  basis.  Since  March,  1988,  the  Committee  has  held 
policy/planning  forums  on  topics  including  the  demographics  of  Cape 
Cod  and  school  enrollment  projections,  vocational  education,  the 
Harwich  Middle  School,  system-wide  goals  for  1988-89,  programs  and 
budget,  and  special  education  programming.  The  Committee  also 
adopted  a  statement  of  philosophy  for  our  new  Middle  School, 
scheduled  for  completion  in  August,  1990;  implemented  improved  policy 
and  procedure  for  maintaining  our  buildings/grounds  and  equipment; 
took  steps  to  increase  safety  by  reducing  overcrowding  on  our  school 
buses;  supported  efforts  by  teachers  and  administrators  to  improve  the 
curriculum  and  instructional  materials  available  to  our  students;  and 
approved  a  policy  prohibiting  smoking  in  Harwich  school  facilities. 
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Planning  for  the  construction  and  renovation  projects  approved  at 
1987’s  Town  Meeting  continued  under  the  able  direction  of  Chairman 
David  Tobey  and  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee.  The  first  of 
these  projects,  the  new  Middle  School,  went  out  for  bid  in  November, 
1988,  with  construction  due  to  start  in  February,  1989,  for  occupancy  in 
September,  1990.  We  were  relieved  to  receive  confirmation  that  60%  of 
the  cost  for  Middle  School  renovation  and  construction  would  be 
reimbursed  by  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau 
(SBAB).  The  Committee  is  grateful  to  the  School  Building  Needs 
Committee,  the  Harwich  Educational  Forum,  Senator  Paul  V.  Doane, 
and  Representative  Henri  Rauschenbach  for  their  efforts  in  helping  us 
obtain  (and  preserve)  SBAB  funding. 

The  Committee  also  made  progress  in  its  effort  to  improve 
communication  and  cooperation  with  other  Town  committees  and 
officials.  In  particular,  the  Committee  is  appreciative  of  the  support  and 
cooperation  provided  by  Chairman  Robert  Hall  and  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  As  a  result  of  this  cooperation  and  the  highly 
professional  work  of  Superintendent  Ferris  and  his  staff,  budget 
planning  and  development  during  1988  was  much  more  efficient  and 
productive  than  in  past  years. 

After  providing  critically  needed  support  for  the  Harwich  School 
System  for  the  past  three  years,  the  Harwich  Educational  Forum  gave 
way  to  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  which  has  continued  HEF’s 
record  of  concern  and  involvement.  Our  thanks  to  Ms.  Linda  Turcotte- 
Shamski,  HEF’s  founder  and  President,  and  Ms.  Toni  London,  PTA 
President,  and  the  members  of  these  organizations  for  all  of  their  interest 
and  support. 

The  Committee  welcomed  a  new  member  in  1988,  Dr.  Gildon  Stillings, 
but  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  our  friend  and  colleague,  Joel 
Weinberg.  Joel  served  on  the  Committee  from  1982  to  1987  and  was 
dedicated  to  maintaining  the  highest  quality  of  education  for  the  children 
of  Harwich. 

The  Committee  is  thankful  to  key  staff  who  have  left  the  Harwich 
School  System  during  the  past  year  and  wish  them  well  in  their  new 
pursuits:  Ms.  Joann  Clancy,  our  Bookkeeper  for  the  past  10  years;  Mr. 
Richard  Lombardi,  Business  Manager  since  1983;  and  Ms.  Marcia 
Hekking,  Assistant  Principal  at  the  Elementary  School  since  1986.  The 
Committee  is  enthusiastic  about  new  staff  who  have  come  to  our  schools 
in  the  past  year:  Ms.  Lynne  McMahon,  Bookkeeper;  Mr.  Marc  Dupuis, 
Business  Manager;  and  Ms.  Lynne  Turner,  Assistant  Principal, 
Elementary  School.  Thanks  also  to  Ms.  Tanya  Telega  who,  as  President 
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of  the  High  School  Student  Advisory  Council,  served  on  the  Committee 
during  the  past  year  and  welcome  to  Mr.  Aaron  Pina  who  currently 
represents  the  Student  Advisory  Council. 

Finally,  we  are  indebted  to  Superintendent  Ferris  and  his 
administrative  staff  for  the  outstanding  professionalism  and  cooperation 
which  has  been  typical  of  their  interactions  with  the  Committee;  to  Mr. 
Tony  DeMartino  and  his  staff  for  the  greatly  improved  maintenance  of 
our  school  facilities;  to  the  numerous  individuals  who  volunteered  their 
time  as  helpers  and  aides  in  our  school  programs;  to  the  excellent  staff  of 
teachers  and  support  personnel  we  are  fortunate  to  have  working  in  the 
Harwich  School  System;  and  to  the  citizens  of  Harwich  who  have  been 
so  supportive  of  our  efforts  to  ensure  that  all  of  our  children  receive  a 
quality  education.

Report  of  the 

Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical 
High  School  District 


Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  year  1988  to  improve  the  quality 
of  Vocational  Education  at  Cape  Cod  Tech. 

From  a  student  perspective,  the  school  has  been  totally  involved  in  the 
development  of  a  Competency  Based  Vocational  Curriculum  in  Shop, 
Related,  and  Academic  studies.  We  have  been  awarded  a  $50,000  grant 
from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Occupational  Education  for  the  past 
three  years  to  complete  this  task.  Our  thanks  go  to  David  Cronin, 
Associate  Commissioner  of  Occupational  Education,  and  to  Elaine 
Cadigan,  Director  of  Program  Services  of  Occupational  Education,  for 
their  assistance.  We  have  also  added  three  new  courses  to  our  academic 
program  to  meet  the  new  State  guidelines,  which  are:  Physical  Science, 
Life  Science,  and  an  additional  period  of  English. 

Joseph  Palai  from  Building  Maintenance  was  named  by  the  Division  of 
Occupational  Education  as  the  “outstanding  Vocational  Student”  in 
State  competition.  A  dinner  was  held  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts 
during  National  Vocational  Education  Week  to  honor  these  students 
from  the  other  vocational  schools. 
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Two  student  organizations,  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America 
(VICA)  and  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  (DECA),  sent 
students  to  National  Competition.  Twelve  students  in  VICA  won  gold 
medals  in  the  State  competition,  and  they  went  on  to  the  National  finals 
in  Wichita,  Kansas  where  they  placed  12th  in  that  competition.  DECA 
sent  two  State  gold  medalists  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  where  they 
received  cash  awards.  Congratulations  to  the  students  and  their 
teachers. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  placement  record  over  the  past  13  years. 
Annually,  of  the  75  percent  returns,  90  to  95  percent  of  our  graduates  are 
either  working,  in  the  service,  or  in  post-graduate  programs  after 
graduation. 

One  of  our  committee  members  passed  away,  Wilhelmina  DaRoza 
from  Frovincetown,  and  we  will  miss  her  enthusiastic  support  for  our 
students.  We  welcome  the  following  new  members  to  our  Committee 
and  thank  those  members  whom  they  replaced: 

Lee  Culver  who  replaced  Jesse  Morgan  from  the  town  of 
Harwich 

Robert  Brown  who  replaced  Thomas  Collins  from  the  town  of

Report  of  the 

Finance  Committee 


1988  was  a  difficult  year  for  all  of  those  involved  in  your  Town 
Government,  including  the  Finance  Committee.  In  addition  to  being 
compelled  to  cope  with  the  convoluted  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Law  and  the  strictures  of  Proposition  2l/2,  all  Town  Officials  were 
required  to  deal  with  the  numerous  changes  in  procedures,  processes 
and  structure  brought  about  by  the  adoption  of  the  Town  Charter.  The 
Finance  Committee  worked  diligently  with  the  Town  Administrator,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  other  Municipal  Officials  to  attempt  to  insure 
that  the  transition  between  our  former  governmental  form  and  that 
mandated  by  the  Charter  would  be  as  smooth  as  possible.  If,  as  the 
Committee  hopes,  this  endeavor  was  successful,  that  success  is  in  no 
small  part  attributable  to  the  cooperation  which  existed  among  the 
governmental  Officials  of  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

As  the  only  agency  which  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Legislative 
Branch  of  our  Town  Government,  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Finance 
Committee  attempted  to  make  recommendations  to  the  voters  which 
would  insure  the  provision  of  adequate  services  for  the  present  and 
appropriate  financial  planning  for  the  future  while  complying  with  the 
mandates  of  Proposition  2l/2.  In  so  doing,  the  Committee  attempted  to 
follow  the  historical  precedent  of  former  Finance  Committees,  in 
conjunction  with  components  of  the  Executive  Branch  of  the 
Government,  by  charting  a  prudently  conservative  fiscal  plan  for  the 
future.  As  a  result  of  this  policy,  the  Town  has  been  able  to  avoid  cuts  in 
essential  services  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  or  the  necessity  for 
override  elections  which  have  confronted  many  of  the  Communities  in 
the  Commonwealth.  Although  the  Committee  anticipates  that  it  will 
continue  to  adhere  to  this  conservative  fiscal  policy,  the  Committee 
recognizes  that  at  some  point  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  the  choice 
between  curtailment  of  services  or  adoption  of  an  override  will  have  to  be 
faced. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  its 
appreciation  to  the  various  Town  Officials  and  to  the  citizens  of  the 
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Town  of  Harwich  for  your  continued  cooperation  and  support.

Report  of  the 

Board  of  Assessors 


This  has  been  a  year  which  has  been  dramatic  in  several  respects,  not 
the  least  of  which  included  relocation  of  the  office  of  the  Assessor’s 
Department  to  new  and  much-improved  quarters.  The  facilities  in  the 
new  building  contribute  much  to  the  proper  conduct  of  business  and, 
with  the  advent  of  computer  equipment  as  well  as  the  physical 
arrangements,  have  made  proper  and  efficient  responses  to  citizen 
contacts  effective.  Prior  to  the  move,  the  limitations  of  space  restricted 
responses  to  the  public,  as  well  as  separating  the  several  specialties  of 
responsibility  within  the  department.  The  new  facility  has  changed  this 
so  that  all  personnel  are  available  to  meet  the  public  at  the  same  time  and 
this,  we  believe,  is  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  visit  the  office. 

The  triennial  revaluation  project  was  accomplished  in  a  timely  and 
efficient  manner  and  reflected  the  anticipation  of  increased  property 
valuations.  It  should  be  remembered  that  this  activity  was  based  upon 
the  conditions  which  existed  as  of  January  1,  1988,  and  that  every 
property  in  town  was  involved.  The  Department  of  Revenue  requires 
that  the  deviation  from  total  sales  figures  from  the  previous  year,  within 
ten  percent,  either  high  or  low,  and  the  total  valuation  figures  were 
certified  at  fair  market  value.  The  entire  staff  of  the  Assessing 
Department  is  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  some  property  owners  may 
not  understand  the  basis  upon  which  their  individual  property  was 
valued  with  its  resultant  tax,  and  this  report  included  an  invitation  to 
contact  the  office  for  an  explanation.  Although  the  time  to  apply  for  an 
abatement  has  elapsed,  members  of  the  staff  are  available  during  office 
hours  for  this  purpose. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  interest  within  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Assessors  and  others  to  extend  the  interval  between 
mandatory  revaluations  from  three  to  five  years,  and  this  Board 
supports  that  concept.  However,  until  such  becomes  reality,  it  is  timely 
that  preliminary  actions  and  planning  take  place  even  now  in  anticipation 
of  our  next  one  which  will  occur  during  Fiscal  Year  1992. 

While  rules,  regulations,  and  laws  govern  and  control  many  of  the 
actions  of  the  Assessors,  it  is  people  who  do  the  job.  The  Town  of 
Harwich  is  truly  fortunate  that  David  Scannell,  Deputy  Assessor,  and  his 
staff  consisting  of  Sue  Henry,  Head  Clerk;  Clare  Stone,  Principal  Clerk; 
and  Judie  Murphy,  Senior  Clerk,  give  of  themselves  their  dedication, 
their  patience,  and  their  concern  for  the  residents  of  the  Town.  To  them 
this  Board  extends  its  heartfelt  and  sincere  thanks. 
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For  purposes  of  information  and  comparison,  there  is  listed  herewith  a 
copy  of  the  Cherry  Sheet,  data  related  to  valuations,  expenditures,  total 
taxes,  tax  rates,  and  numbers  of  tax  bills,  in  order  to  offer  a  brief 
summary  of  growth.
